My LORD, 
OUR Lordfhip demands 
of me Satisfaétion in 
three Points, referring 
to the late unfortunate 


Expedition to Canada. 


I. Of what Importance the Con- 
queft of that Country would have 
been to the Crown, and whether 
it would have an{wer’d the Ex. 


difcufs’d ina Pamphlet Publifh’d with. 
in thefe few Days, but fo imperfedtly, 
that I have room left to give your 
Lordfhip the following Account. 
Canada then is a poor Country, and 
in it felf little valuable : Its Situation 
between forty feven and fifty Degrees 
of North Latitude, and its being fub- 
jeét to Winds that blow from vaft 
Lakes above athoufand Leagues wef- 
terly make it extremely cold and bar- 
ren. The Ice locks up the Rivers, 
and the Snow covers the Ground more 
than half the Year, in which Time 
confequently very little Bufinefs or 
Commerce can goon. Yet this Seve- 
rity of the Clime would render it more 
ferviceable to Great Britain, than if 
it were under a temperate Meridian. 
For where the Cold is fo extreme, and 
the Snow lies fo long on the Ground 
Sheep will hardly live, but never 
thrive fo as to make the Woollen Ma- 
nufaGtures praéticable, which is the 
only Thing that can make a Plantation

Otters, Deers, Bears, Foxes, wild Cats, 
and other Creatures, with which the 
Woods of North America abound. 

This Trade therefore would with- 

out doubt have made great Returns of 
Profit to the Nation, had the Expedi- 
tion profper’d ; and yet I muft tell 
you this was not the only, nor the 
main Thing that mov’d Her Majetty 
to enter upon it. Her Majefty’s prin- 
cipal View (as fhe was pleas’d to ce- 
clare in Her Royal Inftru€tions to the 
feveral Governours of the Continent) 
was to make Her good Subjects in 
that Part of the World eafy and happy, 
which they can never be whilft the 
French are Mafters of Canada. 

The Situation of that Country gives 
the People an Opportunity to invade 
all the Britifb Colonies when ever they 
plea’e. The River of St. Lawrence lies 
right oppofite to Necwfoundland, and 
the French Settlement is at the Head 
of it, from whence it flretches along 
wefterly on the Back-fide of New- 
Hampfbire, the Maffachufetts, Rhode- 
Iland, ConneGticut, New York, Albany, 
the Ferfeys, Penfilvania, Maryland, 
and Virginia. And as the French are 
on the Back of us, fo the Indians are 
behind them, who with their. united 
Force often fall on the Englifh, and 
may be able in Time (if not extirpa- 
ted) to drive them into the Sea. 

The Ravages which they have con- 
tinually committed on the Frontiers 
of New England, their firing whole 
Towns and Villages, their butchering 
the People in cold Blood, and their 
unmanly Cruelties to the Women and 
Children is too fad, and too long a 
Story to be here related. I believe 
your Lordfhip never met with any 
Thing like it in Hiftory, unlefs you 
have feen the Account which Bartho- 
lomeo de las Cefas Bifhop of Chiapa, 
in New-Spain, has given the World 
of the Spani/b Barbarities to the poor 
Indians of Peru and Mexico. But tho’ 
New England has been the deepeft Suf- 
ferer, yet the other Colonies and Fac- 
tories have been far from efcaping. 
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The Hudfon's Bay Company will 
tell you they have had their full Share; 
In 1682, one Monfieur de /a Chaney, 
with fome other Merchants of Canada 
equip’d feveral Ships of Force, and 
enter’d the Company’s Fa€tory at Port 
Nelfon, burnt their Houfes, and carri- 
ed away their Effeéts to the Value of 
25000 /. In 1684, they madeafe- 
cond Invafion, and plundér’d to the 
Amount of 10000 /. In 1686, Mon- 
fieur De Troy came by Land from 
Canada witha confiderable Force, and 
took three of the Company’s Faéto- 
ries at the- Bottom of the Bay, mur- 
der’d fome of the People, and inhu- 
manely turn’d the reft to Sca in a 
rotten Bark with little Provifion, fo 
that moft of *em perifhed. This was 
in full Peace, but a Cruelty fcarce us’d 
in the fierceft War. And this coft the 
Company 50000 /. In 1694, Mon- 
fieur De Ibervelle from Canada affault- 
ed York Fort, took it, and carry’d off 
zoo00 /. And the very laft Month 
we had News, that the Gavediiite of 
Canada had fent a Party of Men to 
attack the Factory now there, but were 
bravely repuls’d. The whole which 
that Company has fuffered from Ca- 
nada is (as they have reprefented in 
feveral Memorials to the Government) 
upwards of Two Hundred Thoufand 
Pounds. 

New. Foundland too has felt many 
S:orms from this Quarter. It, was 
twice invaded from thence de- 
ftroy’d about fixteen or twenty 
Yearsago. And not long fince in the 
Year 1704,5,° Monfieur Swuderca/s 
march’d from P/acencia at the Head 
of 600 Men (moft of *em Canadians) 
and befieg’d Fort William in New- 
Foundland for five Weeks ; but Capt. 
Moody who commanded the Fort, did 
with 45 Men make a brave Defence, 
and oblige him to retire ; but the Fort 
from its bad Situation being no way 
able to protect the Town of St. Fobz’s, 
the Enemy burnt it as they went off, 
and the Damage which the Country 
then fuffer’d was computed to be up- 
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wards of Eighty Thoujand Pounds 
Sterling. About the latter End of the 
next Year 1705, when Major Licyd 
commanded the Fort, Canada made a 
fecond Attempt with Succels ; they 
took both the Fort and Caftle, which 
with the Town they laid in Afhes, 
and carried away the Garrifon Prifon- 
ers (or rather Slaves) to Qwebeck. 
The Léfs which New. Foundland tuf- 
tain’d by this fecond Misfortune was 
computed to be above a hundred and 
Jifty Thoufand Pounds Sterling, not 
reckoning the Fort and Caftle which 
were demolifh’d nor 48 Pieces of Can- 
non, and great Quantities of Ammu- 
nition, and Stores of War of all forts, 
which the Enemy carry’d off. Nor 
did this Booty content ’em, but they 
laid the Inhabitants under Contribu- 
tion obliging ’em to pay twenty thou- 
fand Pounds for Leuve to ftay there : 
One Harbour paid 7000 /. in Bills 
of Exchange the laft Year. So that 
I may venture to fay the Monty and 
Effects which the French have had 
from New. Foundland have amounted 
to more than the Expence which the 
King of France is at to maintain his 
Garrifonsin P/acentia and Canada. 
If your Lordfyip fhould enquire 
how it comes to pals, that a handful 
of People ( comparatively ) fhould 
have the Forts of New- Found. 
land, and Eudjon’s Bay thus at their 
Mercy, and be able befides to alarm 
and diftrefs fo many Colonies on the 
Continent ; I anfwer, "Tis by Aflift- 
ance of the Judian Nations, who are 
blindly bigotted to their Superilitions, 
and therefore entirely devoted to their 
Intereft ; which the French «daily 
ftrengthen partly by marrying among 
em, and fo .accuitoming themtelves to 
their wild Manner of Life ; but prin- 
cipally by having their. Miflionaries 
ever with ’em, whoteach *em among 
other things thatthe Virgin Mary was 
a French Lady, and that hex Son the 
Saviour of the World was crucified 
by the Eng/i/b, and therefore to de- 
ftroy them is highly meritorious ; 
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Add then a Zeal for a falfe and bloody 
Religion to the natural Fiercene(s o 
the Savages, and what Wickednefs is 
fo dig which they won’t gra‘p, or Vi- 
olence fo great which they won’t com- 
mit ? And they have one infuperable 
Advantage of their fide as they live in 
a vait Wildernefs, and are therefore 
themielves inacceflible, but can fall 
upon the Englifh Towns whenever 
they pleafe. For which reafon there’s 
no difarming them but by extirpating 
the French, who both fupply ’em with 
Arms and Ammunition, and pay ’em 
for all the Mifchicf they do. 

Thus, My LORD, Ycu fee what 
a reftlefs and fatal Enemy Canada is 
to North America. what Murders and 
Depredations fhe commits on her quiet 
Neighbours as well in Peace as inWar. 
We hop’d the Time was now come 
when we were to have made Repri- 
fals ; but Heaven has thought fit to 
difappoint us, and we mutt be refign’d. 
However I’m [ure it was worthy of 
Her Majeity’s Juitice and Goodnefs 
to do Her Part to dilperfe this Band of 
Robbers, andto reduce a Place which 
has been the Source of fo many Evils 
to Her good American SubjeAs. For 
my Part I am both forry and afham'd 
to hear fome People leffen the Defign, 
nay treat it with open Contempt by 
faying, it was of no moment in the 
World ; and that feeing fo many Men 
have been lift, and fo much Money {pent 
about it, they hope fome body will be 
made to pay the Reckoning. .Thele 
Gentlemen muit excufe me, if I fay, 
thefe rafh and intemperate Words pro- 


‘ceed partly from their Ignorance, but 


perhaps chiefly from a fettled Refolu- 
tion, not to like any thing the prefent 
Miniftry does. Though they might 
know (if they pleas’d) that the Late 
Minifiry came as_ heartily into it as 
this, and that in their Adminiftration 
a Fleet under Vice-Admiral Baker 
with Tyoops.on board commanded by 
My Lord Shannon bound on this En- 
terprize lay fome Months at Por?/- 
mouth, and had proceeded on it, if 
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the Wind had favour’d before the 
Seafon was too far advanc’d. But as 
then the Tories reproach’d it for be- 
ing the Pro je€tion of that Miniftry, 
fo the other Side for a contrary Rea- 
fon co adviledly exclaim againft it 
now. 

x In fum then to the firft Quef- 
tion ; Of what Importance would the 
Congueft of Canada be to the Crown ? 
I demand of Your Lordthip, Would 
the annexing a large Country exend- 
ing above a thou/and Leagues towards 
the Mifa/ippi, and the Confequence of 
this, namely a vat Fur Trade, and 
an Exportation of our Woollen Ma- 
nufactures, and other European Com- 
modities for the Supply of all that 
Territory and the adjacent Indians, 
would this be of any Importance ? 
Or would the Security of the Faéto- 
ries of Hud/on's Bay, and Eleven flou- 
rifhing Britifh Colonies on the Conti- 
nent, be of any moment ? Or laftly, 
Is Newfoundland and theFifhery worth 
keeping, which gains out of the Sea 
fuch immenfe Riches, is fo great a 
Nurfery for Sailors, employs fo many 
Ships, and makes large Returns home 
by Spain, Portugal, and the Straits in 
Pieces of Eight and Bills of Exchange, 
I fay is this Fifhery (which the pre- 
fent Lord Trealurer in one of his }aft 
Speeches in the Houfe of Commons 
call’d the Silver. Mine) worth prefer- 
ving ? Why then truly if any one of 
thefe Articles be of Value, it cannot 
be deny’d that the Expedition was 
well grounded. But now if each of 
thefe Points be of high Concern, and 
the Reduétion of Canada would anf- 
wer and fecure them all, then it muft 
be own’d to be a truly Great and No- 
ble Defign. 

The next Thing Your Lordthip 
defires Satisfaction in, is, Whether the 
Expedition. was well concerted? To 
which I doubt not to anfwer, It was. 
The Troops her in this Service 
were good, and for Number more 
than enovgh, which was certainly a 
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right Meafure. For its good to be 
always fure, efpecially in Affairs, 
where if we fail once we may never 
have an Opportunity to make a fecond 
Attempt. Befides a little Superiority 
is neceflary in cafe of Accidents, to 
which no Remedy can be apply’d at 
fo great a Diftance, as the Scene of 
this Aétion was to be. And as there 
was a fuperior Land-Force, fo there 
were 14 brave Men of War, a fine 
Train of Artillery, and all Stores of 
War in fuch a Quantity, that fo well 
appointed a Fleet and Army was ne 

ver before feen in that Part of the 
World, and probably never will a- 
gain. Then they were difpatched 
early, and Colonel Nichol/fon {ent be- 
fore to get every Thing ready ; for 
although (as I fhall afterwards ob- 
ferve) they might have gone up the 
River of St. Lawrence in Septemb?r, 
yet its good to take Time by the Fore- 
top, and to be rather too early than 
too late. Inthe next place, Colonel 
Nicholfon’s marching by Land witha 
good Body of Englifb and Indians to 
attack Mount Real, and thereby make 
a confiderable Diverfion was well laid. 
And all this carried on with that Se- 
crecy, that even the Lords of the Ad- 
miralty who appsinted the Fleet did 
not know the Service for which it 
was defigned. But the wifeft Mini- 
ftry can’t prefage Events, nor provide 
againft all Cafualties and Emergencies 
which often blaft the faireft Enter- 
prizes, and have actually defeated this, 
from which we expeéted to reap fo 
much Glory and Advantage. Which 
introduces the laft Article, viz. 


Whether the unfortunate Mifcarriage 
of this Expedition is to be imputed te 
the Government and People of New- 
England ? 

I am not ignorant, My LORD, 
of what is given out, that after Nes- 
England bad made earneft and repeat- 
ed Applications to the Throne for 
this Expedition, and Her Majefty had 
, gracioully 
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gracioufly come into it, ata Time 
too when She had the moft prefling 
Occafions for Her Men and Money in 
Flanders, Spain, and Portugal, that yet 
notwithftanding the Country did every 
thing in their Power to defeat the Suc 
sefs of it, and that the Misfortune is to 
be wholly attributed to the barbarous 
Treatment of the Northern Cotonies. 
Nor am I unacquain:ed with the fevere 
Menaces which fome People ule a- 
gainft °em on this Occafion, which 
yet I'll allow are juft, and ought to be 
firi€tly executed, if this Charge or any 
part of it be true. But let us confider 
this Matter foberly. 

I have often heard it faid, That 
Men may lie, but Intereft will not. 
And if I know any thing of Mankind, 
this is,a Rule that never fails. Now 
that the Reduétion of Canada is of the 
laft Confequence to New England can’t 
be doubted from what has been alrea 
dy faid,unlefs one can believe, that the 
People there don’t like to live inPeace 
and Security as well as the reft of the 
World. I am fare it has been the Cry 
of the whole Country ever fince Ca- 
nada was deliver’d up to the French, 
Canada eff delenda. ‘They always 
look’d upon it as a «Carthage to the 
Northern Colonies, which if they did 
not deftroy, would in Time deftroy 
them. 

Of this they were fo apprehenfive 
in the Year 1690, that they came u- 
nanimoufly into a great and expenfive 
Undertaking againft it under Com- 
mand of Sir William Phips. But 
meeting with an unaccountable Train 
of Difappointments, return’d without 
doing any Thing. This Enterprize 
coft the fingle Province of the Maffa- 
chufetts about fifty thoufand Pounds, 
which together with the Lofs of A- 
bundance of their young chofen Men 
by a malignant Fever that reign’d in 
the Camp, and feveral Difafters that 
happen’d in their way home, gave 
that Province fo deep a Wound, that 
." did not recover it felfin manyYears 

ter. 
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However about five Years ago, ob- 
ferving their French Neighbours to en- 
creafe and grow more and more for- 
midable every Day, they refolv’d to 
make thém another Vilit; but nor 
thinking them‘elves ftrong enough to 
deal with Canada, they were content 
to make only an Attempt on Port- 
Rayal, which was accoidingly“ done, 
buc«moft unhappily mifcarry'd. 

Yet far from being difheartned by 
thefe Misfortunes, when Her Majefty 
about three Years after fignified to 
that and the other Governments con- 
cern’d Her gracious Intentions to re- 
duce Canada, and defi:’d ‘em to get 
ready their Quota, it can’t be exprefs’d 
with what Chearfulnefs they came 
into it; They rais’d their Men im- 
mediately, cloath’d them handfomely, 
and difciplin’d them for the Service, 
and had Jaid pp Magazines of Provi- 
fion both for their own and theQueen’s 
Troops then fhortly expected ; And 
though the Court alteringyheir Mea- 
fures did not proceed in the Defign, 
yet the Colonies and particularly New 
England were at near the fame Charge 
as it they had. Well, the next Year 
they rais’\d a Body of Troops again, 
which commanded by Co). Nichol- 
Jon, and join’d by 500 Auxiliaries from 
hence, made another Attack on Port- 
Royal and carry’d it, as every body 
knows. Thus that poor Country ex- 
haufted by many expenfive and (all 
but one) fruitleis Enterprizes, befides 
the Oppreffion of a twenty Years 
French and Indiam War that has lain 
heavy upon them, yet did this Sum- 
mer paft furnifh more than the Quota 
affign’d ’em for this laft fatal Expedi- 
tion, and advanced at the fame Time 
a great Sum for Her Majefty’s Forces, 
which it is not doubted the Juftice of 
the Government wil! order joon to be 
paid, or elfe the People there are ut- 

terly ruin’d. 
I fhall only add one Thing more, 
that over and above thefe extraordina- 


ry Articles, the ftanding yearly Charge 
Of 
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©f the Province of the Maffachufettsto there were no Provifions got together, 
maintain their Barrier againit the Ene-° nor any thing in a Readine/s, though 
my is thirty thoufand Pounds Commu-. Col.Nicholfonwas di/patch'd long before 
aibus Annis, which they would be eas’d for thatPurpofe. ‘To which I anfwer, 


of if Canada were taken. 

And now atter all this to fuggetft, 
that the Country was not in good ear- 
neft to promote the Expedition, but 
obftru€ted it all they could, muft ap- 
pear to every body as abfurd as falle. 
But they tell you,7e Bolton Merchants 
found their Account in a clandcftine 
Trade with the French, and no wonder 
if they would not have the Seat of their 
Commerce broke up. And thus the 
great Secret is out, and the true Rea- 
fon (as you are to believe) why the 
Wheels mov’d fo heavily, Well ! 
Suppofe this to be Faéi, what's this 
to the General Affembly who had 
the Condu& of the Expedition ? 
Would they (do you think) forfeit their 
Honour with Her Mejefty, and be- 

tray their dear native Land, only to 
grati'y a few {muggling Traders ? 
But the beft on’t is, there’s no Truth 
in this Allegation: The Boffon Mer- 
chants have more Honour and Contci- 
ence & Love to theirCountry( whatever 
fomePeople may fay of’em here,juging 
them I fuppofe by themfelves) than to 
engage in fo criminal a Commerce. 
Indeed fome Years ago there were 
three Merchants at Bo/fon, (neither of 
them of Eng/i/f> Extretion nor Na- 
tives of the Place, and two of them 
very new Comers) who were detected 
in a private Trade with fome of the 
French Indians ; which the General 
Affembly of the Province refented fo 
highly, as not to fuffer them to be 
try’d by the ordinary Courts of Juf- 
tice, but fat themfelves in Judicature, 


and after a full hearing of the Delin-- 


quents, found ’em guiliy, and laid: on 
em fuch heavy Fines, as they chofe 
rather to lie in Prifon than pay, till by 
Application here they got the Sentence 
revers'd. 

But the Gentlemen that accufe the 
Colonies come to Particulars and ‘al- 
ledge, That when the T’roopsarriv’d, 





itis tue Col. Nicho/fan was fentaway 
early, but lying Wind-bound 2Months 
in the Weit, and meeting with a long 
Paffage, he arriv’d but a Fortnight be- 
fore the Fleet ; fo that hittle could be 
done in fo fhort a time. E’pecially 
if you confider that Bo/fon is tuoplie’ 
with Provifion from the Neighbour- 
ing Colonies, and fome Time at leatt 
is required to get it thence. To 
this I may add, that the conftant De- 
mands of the Garrifon at. Anmapolis- 
Royal, and the furnifhing feveral of the 
Queen’s Ships that had occafionally 
putin there from Europe and the Wef- 
Indies a little before had exhaufted the 
Country. However all that could be 
done, was done. The Government 
feiz’d all Veffels outward and inward 
bound that had Provifions on board, 
and appointed feveral Perfons to make 
diligent Search for all Species of Pro- 
vifions that could be found in any part 
of the Country, and to fecure. them 
for the Service. Wohilft at the. fame 
time the Bo/fon Gentlemen came ge- 
neroufly into an Agreement among 
themfelves to live on their own Silt 
Meat in their Houtes, left there fhould 
not be fufficien: frefhProvifions for the 
Forcesduring thcirSiay there. With this 
Care the Fleet and Army were we'll 
provided, and ready to fail in lefs then 
five Weeks. But they fay this war 
too late, and there was mow no going 
up the River, and fo the Expedition 
was lof. Admit ing this to be true, 
yet tis plain it could not be help’d. 
But I muit on the contrary with all 
Submiflion aver that Augu/? and Sep. 
tember are two very good Months tor 
the Navigation of that River.. For 
firit, every body does or may know 
that the Store-fhips fiom Fraace which 
go there every Year, and are very 
large Ships always take that ‘Time, 
and I think this is one pretty good 
Argument. In the next Place, Sir 
William 
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Wiliam Phips in his Expedition. did 
not enter the River till the 14th of 
September, and it was the beginning 
of the next Month before the Wind 
blew fair at Eaft to carry him up. 

Well, but when they were in the 

River, they were obliged to come away 

or Fear theColonies fbould not fend them 
a furtherSupply,in which Cafe the Fleet 
muft bave farv’d. only with for 
the Good of the Crown and the Plan- 
tations, that they had made the Ex- 
periment. For the Event-proves that 
thefe Fears were groundlefs. The 
Province Galley fail’d from Boftcn the 
third of September for Canada with 
Provifions, and fo did the Feverfbam 
Man of War with three Tranfports 
from New-York the 18th of the fame 
Month > and (I’m told) that a Veffel 
with eleven hundred Barrels of Prize 
Pork was going to them from New- 
foundland at the fame time, fo that they 
could not have wanted ; befides the 
ten Weeks Provifion they had on board 
would have kept them there longer 
than was neceflary to have reduced 
the Place, and have brought ’em back 
to Europe or Bofton. 

The next Charge is, That as /oon 
as the Fleet arriv’d the People there 
debauch’d their Men from the Service, 
and conceal’d them in their Houfes. 
That Seamen and Soldiers will defert 
whenever they have Opportunity is 
no new Thing, and that there fhould 
be found in all Countries fome few ill 
People to encourage and harbour ‘em, 
is as little ftrange. The Queftion 
therefore is, How the Affembly of 
the Province then fitting behav’d them- 
felyes on this Occafion. Why as foon 
as they were inform’d that {uch things 
were done, they immediately pafs’d an 
A& wherein a fpecial Court was e- 
rected totry all Offenders of this kind, 
and a Penalty of fifty Pounds or a 
‘Twelve months Imprifonment with- 
out Bail or Mainprize enjoin’d for the 
Offence. And for the {peedier Dif- 
patch, the Sheriff was impower’d to 
return the Jury, (a Thing never 
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before done in thet Province) and all 
Officers required to enter any Houfes 
by Force where Soldiers or Sailors 
were fulpeéted to be conceal’d. T'o 
impute a thing then to the Country 
‘in general, which they took thefe 
extraordinary Methods to prevent is 
not only untrue, but highly difinge- 
nuous. ‘ve 

The laft Accufation againf Netg- 
England is, That they provided .tbe 
Fleet with ignorant Pilots. In Aniwer. 
to which it is fufficient to fay, that they, 
were the ableft and moft experienc’d 
Men the Country had, and having 
been often in the River of St. Law- 
rence could not but know it parti- 
cularly well. To what then, or to 
whom the Difafter that happen’d there 
is to be attributed I don’t pretend to 
determine, but hope I have, made it 
plain that the Government and People 
of New England are intirely innocent 
a have in every refpeét done their 

uty. 

I am fure the People there thought 
fo,as appears by the Letters fromthence, 
dated when the Fleet was ready to 
fail for Canada, fince which we have 
received no Advices.

far Eaftward as the Ifland of St. Pau/ 
for ever reméin to the Crown of 
Great-Britain. They originally be- 
Jong’d to it in Fa, and do of Right 
now. A!) that Country on both Sides 


of the River of St. Lawrence was 
feiz’d for the Crown about the Clofe 
of the fificenth Century by Sir Se- 
bsftian Cabot, GrandPilot toHesry the 
Seveath, and by him fent to find out 
fuch Parts of North America as were 
left undifcovered by Columbus. The 
French pretend indeed to a Difcovery 
of it by Febu Verrazon a Félorentine 
under Fraucis the firlt of France, but 


this was in 1606, which being of a / 
Tater Date could give the Fresch King ; 


me Right toit. King James the Firft 
therefore knowing his Title to be good 


did in 1621 make a Grant of this ' 


Country to Sir William Alexander 
(afterwards Earl of Sterling) who fet- 
tled « Colony there by the Name of 
Nova Scotia, and held poffeflion of it 
fevera] Years. Yet upon the Marri- 
age of King Charles the Firft with 
the Lady Henrietta Maria, it was by 
Order of the King given upto the 
French. In 1627 and 28 we got it 
again, and the North-fide of the Ri- 
yer call’d Canada was given to Sir 


David Kirk, who was both Pro 

and Governour ; and the Sou:h- 
(call’d by the French Accadia) fel¥a- 
gain into the Hands of Sir William 
Alexander. In 1632 it was given 
away again; though the King when 
he found the French had poffets'd 
themfelves of the whole Country) de- 
clar’d publickly that he had given «- 
way only the Forts, and not the Soil, 
and therefore attempted to recover it 
again but fail’d. Befides the King of 
France oblig’d himfelf to pay in lieu 
of the Forts five thoufand Pounds to 
Sir David Kirk, which he never did, 
but his Family was ruin’d. Cromeell 
weighing the Premifes fent Col. Sedg- 
wick in 1654 and retook it, and when 
he made Peace with France the fol- 
lowing Year, though their Ambaffador 
made preffing Inftances for the Re- 
ftitution of it, yet he would not part 
with it, infifting chat it was the ancient 
Inheritance of the Crown of England, 
and did of Right belong to it. Where- 
upon Monfieur St. Eftienne Son and 

eir to Monfieur Clauda de la Tour a 
French Refugee, who bought Nove 
Scotia of the Earl of Ster/ing, came 
over into England, and making out 
his Title, had it deliver’d to him ; 
and then fold it to Sir Thomas Temple, 
who was Governour of ic till the Re- 

oration ; foon after which King 
Charles deliver’d it up again to the 
French and Canada with it, where they 
both refted to the un{peakable Lofs and 
Detriment of the Crown and the Plan- 
tations, till Col. Nichol/on lately reco- 
ver'd the former. 

From hence it’s evident, that both 
Canada and Nova Scotia were the an- 
cient Inheritance of this Crown. The 
only Queftion is, Whether the Kings 
of England had Power to alienate 
thefe Countries, which being incorpo- 
rated into the Crown were Parts of 


{ the Common-wealth, and defcended 


to them from their Anceftors? The 
Civilians and all that have wrote of the 
Law of Nations eftablith it as a Rule, 
Non alienandas effe Inperit partes.

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They exprefly fay, That a Primce can 
more alienate any Part of his Do- 
jon, than the People may renounce 
ir Obedience.

Our Title appears equal to both 
Sides of the River of St. Lawrence, 
that is, Canada on the North, and 
Nova Scotia or (as the French call it) 
Accadia on the Southy But:I mu 
beg leave to fay, that in Point-of In- 
tereft the latter is of more Confequence 
to the Crown than the former.’ For 
when that is in the French Hands, its 
a Bridle to the Eaftern Parts of New- 
England, where the tall Pines grow, 
which are yearly brought home in the 
Maft-fleet ; and indeed where there 
is fuch a vaft Quantity of Naval Stores 
of all Sorts, as is not to be found’ in~ 
in any Part of the World. I con- 
ceive therefore that feeing Naval Storés 
are growing fcarce and valuable all 
over Europe, and the Strength and 
lory of our Nation deperids upon 
them,&yet we are ac thePleafure of the 
Rufs and the Sewede whether we fhall’ 
have ’em or no, and that at thcir own 
exceflive Prizes ; furely we fhould 
take Care to fecure what we have in 
America as an ineftimable” Treafure. ' 
Bzfides if we fhould leave this Coun- 
try tothe French, we fhall be defeat- 
ed of our Ends inturning them out 
ot Newfoundland. For they’ find 
bere as good a. Fiflicry us they kf” 
there, and infinitely betier Harbours, 
and confequently will itil be able to 
bring their Fith co Europe and damp 
our Markets as formerly ; and we thal! 
Hh have 
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have one fatal Difadvanisge more by 
the Bargain, in that we remove them 
from an Ifland to the Continent, 
where they have more room to fpread 
and encreafe to the lerror of Her 
M.jeity’s Subj-&s. in one Word 
then, if we ive up this Place, our 
Naval Sores aie gone, cur Fifhery is 
extremely hurt, ana we lofe tne only 
Qpportunity wii. we may probably 
ever have to ellablith the Peace and 
Security of all the flourifhing Colonies 
on the Continent ; which 1 hope her 
M j: ity anc Her Miniltry will in their 
Witdem confider. 

Thus, My LORD, I have anfwer’d 
the three Queitions relating to the 
unhappy Expedition to Canada ; 
which l’ve done as well in Obedience 
to your Lordthip’s Commands, as for 
other weighty Obligations that make 
it my Duty.

Sketches of them to Paper, I am loft, 
methinks, in the prodigious Confufion 
of Objects, that all at once crowd be- 
fore me, romantically pleafing, and, as 
it were, make Imagination fick with 
Wonder. Here let the Atheilt, if fuch 
there be, view thefe rudeft Footfteps 
of aCreator, and own himfelf con- 
vinc’d of his Folly and Abfurdity, to 
fuppofe Chancethe Produ€tor. What 
a judicious Mixture of Light and 
Shade in the Lancfkip! how excellent 
theColouring! howarifully difpos’d the 
Paris! how conducive to.the Harmo- 
ny of the Whole!

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the Diftance is only about 100 Miles, 
Our Veffel was an open fix-oar’dBoat, 
in which we ftow’d both Baggage and 
Provifions, and flept and watch’d by 
Turns, finding, from being frequently 
inured to it, no more Incommodity in 
this Method of travelling and refting 
than what we felt from the Sand-Flies, 
Mutkettos, and other Vermin, that, 
like a Swarm of Locufts, infeft the 
hot Months in thefe Countries. The 
Sand-Fly is fo minute an Infect as 
fcarce to be perceivable with the naked 
Eye, only appearing like the fporting 
Particles of Duft that float in the Sun- 
Shine. It even intrudes it felf into 
the Mouth as you breathe, and infinu- 
ates into all the {mall Appertures of 
your Garments, nor can you any Way 
fend your felf emirely from- them. 
Mutkettos are long fharp Flies, whofe 
Verom, I beicve, according to their 
Bu'k, is as baleful as that of a Rattle 
Snake ; I have felt them, and heard 
their curled Humming too often for 
it ever to be obliterated from my. Me- 
mory. Raifing a thick Seidihics of 
Smoke is the beft Means to drive them 
from an Houfe or Apartment, againit 
which Preflure theie Wings are una- 
ble to fupport them; and with us 
{moaking Tobacco is generally the 
Subterfuge. There are Abundance 
of other Torments in thofe Climates, 
as Cock-Roaches, Wood-Ticks, €&¥c. 
&¢, And this Colony is either not 
fo enervated as their Neighbours, or 
elfe are poor enough to fcorn Um- 
brellas and Miufketto-Nets, as 7a- 
maican end Carolinian Effeminacies. 
Our firft Stage, we made New- In- 
vernefs, of the Darien, on. the Conti- 
nent, near 20 Miles from Frederica, 
which is a Settlement of Highlanders, 
living and dreffing in their own Coun- 
try Fafhior, very happily and con- 
tentedly. ‘There is an independant 
Company of Foot of them, confifting 
of 70 Men, who have been of good 
Service. ‘She Town is regularly laid 
out, and built of Wood moftly, di- 
vided into Streets and Squares; before 
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the Town is the Parade, and a Fort 
not yet finifh’d. It is fituared upon 
a very high Bluff, or Point of Land, 
from whence, with afew Cannon they 
can fcour the River : Otherways it is 
furrounded by Pine-barrens, and 
Woods ; and there is a Rout by Land 
to Savannah and Fort Argy/e, which 
is ftatedly reconnoitred by a Troon of 
Highland Rangers, who do Duty here. 
The Company and Troop, armed in 
the Highland Manner, make an ex- 
treme good Appearance under Arms. 
The whole Settlement may be faid to 
be a brave and induftrious People ; 
but were more numerous, planted 
more, and raifed more Catile before 
the Invafion, with which they drove 
a good Trade to the Southward ; but 
things feem daily mending withthem, 
They are forc'd to keep a very good 
Guard in this Place, it lies fo open to 
the Infults of the French and Spanifh 
Indians,who once or twice have hewn 
Straglers fome very bloody Tricks, 
They have here all forts of Garden- 
S:uff, and Game in Abundance in 
the Woods and Marfhes ; as Ducks, 
Wild Geefe and Turkies,* Patridges, 
Curliews, Rabbits, if one may calf 
them fo, for the Rabbits of America 
— much of the Nature of an 

re, and_are very numerous; and 
the Rivers abound. with Fifh. We 
ftaid here two Days, and in a Day 
and an half arriv’d at St. Catharine's, 
which is an Ifland referv’d to the Jg- 
dians by Treaty, We found about 
eight or tenFamilies upon it, who had 
feveral Piantationsof Corn.

Kinds of Game, on which the good 
Indians rega\ed-us, and for Greens, 
boiled’ us ‘the Tops of China-Briars, 
Which eat almoft as well as Afpara- 
gust When we departed, they pave 
us a“young Bear which they had jut 

ited, which prov’d fine eating. Paf- 
tng ‘over ‘more minute Adventures, 

Hich;tho’ entertaining to us, would be 
titefome elfewhere in theRepetition,we 
a¥riv’d in'fomewhat more thantwoDays 
atthe Narrows, where there isa Kind 
of Manchecofas Fort for their Deience, 
cls from Wortfloc, where we 

on arriv’d. It is the Settlement of 

Mr. “Jones, 10 Miles S. E. of Savan* 
#48, and we could not help obferving 
a¥ we pafied, feveral very pretty Plan- 
titions. Wormfloe is one of the mof 


ivteeable Spots I ever faw, and the 
rovements of that ingenious Man 

fe Very extraordinary : He commands 

a Cofipany of Marines, who are quar- 
téted’ its neat his Houfe, which 
is al(o'dtolerable defenfible Place with 
fmalf Arms. From this‘Houfe there 
is @ Vifta of near three Miles, cut 
through the Wobds ta Mr. Whitefield’s 
ae which has a very fine 
Medion the Sight. 


4. The Route from Wormfloe toMr. 
W bitcfild’s Orphan. Houfe is extreme- 
Wy agreeable, moftly thro’ Pine Groves, 
where’ we faw the recent Appearances 
of ‘a Storm of Thunder and Lightning, 
tat happened the Day before. Some 
of the talleftt Tees Were riv<n to their 
ve¥y Roots, and their Branches fpread 
far and wi.'c ; Others had only fome 
Suips taken Gf, from Top to Bottoni, 
of Kinsey as a Lath maker ‘{plits his 
Laths, and at the Roots there feem’d 
to be an Aperiuré in the Ground, as if 





$.Tho there is no want of Herbs for 
the Pot in any Wad you pafs, parti- 
cularly wild Spinnage, or, as we cal 
it, Poke, wh.ch is alfo agrcably me- 
dicizal to the Bedy. 
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the igneous Matter had penetrated in- 
to the very Bowels of the Earth: E- 
very where the Shrubs and Buhhes re- 
tain’d the Marks of Fire, and the whole 
Woods offended the Smell with the 
fulphureous Taint. In all woody 
Journeys, in thefeCountries, yon per- 
ceive Millions of Trees quite ftrip’d 
of their Honours, and burnt up by this 
Means, and the Ruin fpread many 
Miles. °*Tis indeed, fome Surprize to 
obferve thefe hurricane Tempetts, 
which rife in a Moment, without 
Warning, and as foon fpend their Fu- 
ry and fubfide :—The whole Ocean, 
in a Foam, breaking Maft-high ; the 
adjacent Woods refounding, thro’ their 
remoteft Bounds, with the weighty 
Ruins, that, as Milton {ays, 


Bow their ftiff necks, loaden with fror- 
my blafts, Or torn up foeer.—— 


Thus the fierce Sous of olus, ruth- 
ing abroad with refiftlefs Force, fcour 
the wild Wafte, and drive the fierceft 
Inhabitantsof the Plain to their Caves 
and Dens, The impetuous Rains al- 
moft crufh you ; the Element is kin- 
dled into Flames; and the hoarfe 
Thunder growls with deat’ning Roar, 

Tt gave me much Satisfaction to 
havean Oppor‘unity to fee this Or- 
phan. Houje astheDefign had made fuch 
a Noife in Europe, and the very Being 
of fuch a Place was fo much doubted 
every where, that, even no farther 
from it than New England, Affidavits 
were made to the conixary. It is a@ 
fquare Building, of very Jarge Dimen. 
fions, the Founda:ion of which is of 
Brick, with Chimneys of the fame, the 
reft of the Superftruéture of Wood ; 
the Whole laid out in a neat and e- 
legint Manner. A Kind of Piezz1- 
Work furrounds it, which is a very 
pleafing Retreatinthe Summer. ‘Toe 
Hall, and all the Apartments are very 
commodious, and prettily furn‘fhed. 
The Garden, which isa yery exten 
five one, and weli kept up, is one of 
the beft I evcr faw in Azzevica, anc 
you 
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ou may difcover in it Plants andFruits 
of almoft every Clime and Kind, The 
Out-houfes are convenient, and the 


Plantation will foon furpafs almoft any. 


Thing in the Country. The Front 
js fituated towards Mr. Jones's Ifland 
*( to which, the Way on any Side is 
impaflable, unlefs by Boat) to whole 
Plantation the foremention’d Vifta is 
clear’d, which affords to both Settle- 
ments a good Airing and Profpeét. 
We were receiv’d by the Superin- 
tendant, Mr. Barber, a Diffenting Mi- 
nifler, in a gentcel and friendly Man- 
ner. They were @\Dinner when we 
arriv’d, the whole f.mily at one Ta- 
ble, & {ure never was a more orderly, 
pretty Sight : If I recolleét right, be- 
fides Mr. Barber, the Schoolmafter,and 
fome Women, there were near 40 
young Perfons of both Sexes, drefs’d 
very neatly and decently. After Din 
ner they retir’d, the Boys to School, 
and che Girls to their Spinning aid 
Kaitting : I was told, their vacant 
Hours were employ’d in the Garden 
and Plantation Work. pt ch 
with a bad Opinion of the Inftisution, 
I made all the Inquiries I could, and, 
in fhort, became a Convert tothe De- 
fign ; which feems very conducive to 
the Good of an infant Colony. And 
whatever Opinion I may have of the 
Ab‘urdity of fome of their religious 
Notions, Tenets and Practices, yet 
fofar as they conduce to inculcate 
Sobriety, Induftry and Frugality, they 
deferve Encouragement from all V’ell- 
Withers of their Country : And, in- 
deed, Icould not here perceive any 
Thing of thatSpirit of Uncharitablenefs 
and enthufiaftick Bigotry, their Leader 
is fo fam’d for, and of which I heard 
fhocking Inftances all over America.. 
*Tis near 8 Miles from this Houfe 
to Savanna,the Road cut thro’ the 
Woods, which hasan hundred Curio- 
fies todelight the attentive Travel-

hete and there, tho” now in no very 
good Order, fora Reafonthat will be 
feen by and by. 

4. Savanna is fituated on a naviga- 
ble River, which goes by the Name 
of the Town, and Vefflels of confide- 
rableBurden may lie clofe to the Shore 
which is between 40 and g0 Feet a- 
bove the Water’s Ejge. One main 
Street runs thro’ the whole Town, 
from the landing Place. It has very 
near 350 Houfes, Huts and Warehoules 
in it,befide the publickBuildings, which 
are, the Storehoufe of the Truftees, 
an handfome Court Houfe, a Goal, 
a Guard Houle, and a publick Wharf, 
projected out many Feet into the Ri- 
ver. The Streets are wide and com- 
modious, and interfeét each other 
mofilyat Right Angles: The whole’ 
Town is laid out very commodioufly,’ 
and there are {feveral large Squares. 
Many of the Houles are very jarge 
and handfome, built generally of Wood, 
but fome Foundations are brick’d. 
They have Plenty of Water, and very 
good ; and the Soil is dry and fandy, 
which I reckon the moft wholfome in 
this Country, as the Rains entirely dry 
up and Jeave no noxious Steams,as in. 
a moift, low Situation, like that of 
Charles Town, in South Carolina; 
where the People are much afflicted . 
with Agues, &e. 

The Houfes are built fome Diftance 
from each other, to allow moreAir and 
Garden Room, and prevent the Com- 
munication, in Cafe of any Accident 
by Fire. The Town is divided into 
Wards and Tithing, which have their 
feveral Conftables and Tithingmen. 
The Magiftrates are three Bailiffs and 
4 Recorder, who have Power to judge 
in capital Crimes, as well as Affairs of 
meum and tuum, in that Part of the Co- 
lony. They have a publick Garden, 
in averythriving Way, which is a 
Kind of Nurfery for the Ufe of the In- 
habitants. The Town ftands about 
ten Miles from the Sea up the River,. 
(which is navigable fome hundred 
Miles 
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256 The pernicious Effects 


Miles up the Country,) and is, cer 
tainly, a very good Harbour, and well 
feated for Trade. The Land, aconfi- 
derable Space round the -Town, is 
well clear’d, and the Paflages lie open ; 
a-handfome Road-Way running above 
a:Mile'from it, and making the Pro- 
fpect very lightfome. The Air is pure 
and ferene, and, perhaps never wasa 
better Situation, or a more healthful 
Place. Pity it is, thata Spirit of Op- 

fition to the wholfome Rules this 
Colony was firft eftablifhed upon, In- 
gratitude to their greatand humane Be- 
nefaétor ; an Ignorance of their true In- 
tereit, and a curfed Spirit of Diffenfion 
amongft themfelves, has rendered this 
{weet Place fo much lefs flourifhing 
than it wasat the Beginning of the 
Settlement ; but, it is tobe hop’d they 
will learn to hate one another lefs, be 
lefs prone to Faction and Bickerinz,and 
Things may, poflibly, ftill be reftored 
to their priftine State. The Inhabi- 
tants may be divided into Magiftrates, 
Planters, Merchants and Store- keepers, 
Ariifans and Servants, befides Sojour- 
ners from the Northward and South- 
ward. ‘There are many pretty 
Plantations in the Country about 
Savanna, belonging to the Inhabi- 
tants of that. Town, particularly, 
Col. Stephens’s, Mr. Cau/ton’s, Sc. A 
Light Houfe is ereéted on Tybce Lland, 
which is a very good SeaMark, and the 
only one South of Carolina; tho’ for 
the Ufe of the Harbour there is little 
Occafion fer it, at prefent, there being 
very little Bufineis ftirring. 

We fet out, in afew Diys, in one 
of Capt. Fones's Scout Forts, mann’d 
by a Party ot his Marine Company, and 
hada very p'eafant Puiffage 10 Fort 
Frederick on the Jfand of Port Royal 
in SouthCarclina,where we arsiv’d ina 
Day and an ha!', having p fied feveral 
Sounds, as Zydce Sound, Port Royal 
Sound, &c. 

Fort Frederick has the Name cfa 
Fort 3) but, confidering tie. lmpor.- 
tance o/ the Si:uation of it, never was 
a Piace worle keptup ; in fhor’,’\sa 


Heap of Ruins, and capable of no De. 
fence, the Barracks being the ftrongett 
Parts of it.- The Artillery are few, 
and badly mounted. ‘Theonly Thing 
worth {peaking of in it, is the Carrifon 
which is a {mall Party of Ogdetbarpe’s 
brave Regiment, who, at this Time, 
were commanded, by a very worth: 
young Gentleman, Enfign Archibald 
Don. A whole Company of this Re- 
giment was once ftation’d here, and 
have left fomeMarks of their Induftry 
behind them. Three Miles from the 
Fort, or thereabouts, isthe Town of 
Beaufort, the Avenues to which are 
prodigioufly agre#B.le. 
(More, as Stcafion ferves.)

S IR, 

HE fable of Circe, who,by mak- 
ing men drink of her cup, tranf- 
formed them into dea/?s, can be under- 
ftood only of drinking to excefs, toa 
privation of reafon.—In thefe circum- 
itances, one man becomes an a/;, anc- 
ther an ape, a third a Sog, a fourth a 
bear, and fo on, according as the li- 
quor happens to operate.—We all ex- 
hibit, upon taking the gla(s too freely, 
fome fpecies of folly, which the cir- 
cumfpeéction preferved by  fobriety 
might have enabled us te conceal thro’ 

our lives. © 
In vino veritas is indeed an old fay- 
ing, and a very jult one ; but I never 
heard fuch an adage as Jn vino fapi- 
entia, nor do I believe ever fhall hear 
it.—Some perfons indeed, thro’ a ha- 
bit of modeily and (el‘-diffidence, have 
been never able to fpeak freely in 
itrange company till their fpirits are 
fomewhat exbilerated : _ but the verv 
{sme perfons, if they drink to the pitch 
I now take upon me to condemn, 
grow again as {tupid as other people ; 
and therefore fheuld never be alledg- 
ed as inftances in defence of drur- 

keune/s.

As to the. ¢ruth that appears in 
wine, tho’ fometimes it may be ufeful, 
I will venture to fay.it is more fre- 
quently il] natured and mi.ciievous, 
except froma very few people. Tho 
we are never to affirm a faiood, yet 
there are fome truths which fhould 
not be fpoken at all times, and to all 

rfons. But how often. are fecrets 

Cioapel. friendfhips forfeited, cha- 
ya€ters ruined, enmities contracted, 
from only unguarded expreffions, drop- 
ped, without defign, over a bottle, by 
men thatare otherwile candid, friend- 
ly, and tender to the laft degree of a- 
mother’s reputation ? Hence it has 
been obferved, that drunkennefs is a 
vice which feldom comes alone, but 
generally draws after it fome other 
feameful confequence : and for its blab- 
bing quality in particular one of the 
ancienis has called it foo/ifb drunken 
mefs : 

Arcanum demens detegit ebrietas. 

I do not intend, in this eflay, to 
confider either the fa of drunkennefs, 
asit is an offence againft the fupreme 
Being, or the cruelty of it to ourfelves, 
as it contributes to wafte and deftroy 
the conftitution. For tho’ thefe are 
confiderations of the greateft impor- 
tance, they fall more naturally into the 
province of the divine and the phyfcié 
an, than ofa weekly eflayift, and have 
already been both treated with great 
ftrength of argument. Your {pe- 
culations generally regard the manzers 
only, as we are focial beings ; and in 
this view I fhall have enough to fay 
upon the prefent fubject. 

Good-natured foul is an epithet fre- 
quently given by one diunken compa- 
nion toanother: but leta man be con- 
fcious of ever fo much gocd mature in 
himfelf, if he were to confider the im- 
port of this word when thus applied, 
he would have no reafon to be proud 
ot the application. For whatdoes it 
figni!y move than either that a manis 
fo loft to himfelf, as to love drinking 
for the flavour of the liquor, or the fa- 
ticty retulting from it ; or that he is of

fo caly and irrefolute a temper, as to 
condefcend, whenever his acquain- 
tance think proper to afk his company, 
to make himielt either a food or a mad- 
man fortheir diverfion ? 

Hiltory tells us of a Greek poet, 
whole name was Philoxenes, that ufed 
to wifh he had a neck as long asa crane, 
becaufe the pleafure of /wallowing bis 
wine, he conceived, would be then 
greatly heightened and protracted. 
Tnis was one of your Gentlemen of 
high relifh, whom we may imagine 
to have had the further wifh never ta 
be intoxicated, that the great enjoy- 
ment of drinking might never be 
interrupted: A more excufable kind of 
luit, ic muft be confeffed, than that of 
pouring down the liquor merely to 
drown the fenfes ! [ have feen 
onc of thefle men of tafte (mack his lips 
at every glafs, and keep it as long upon 
the palate as it might have been in 
pafling down the neck of acrane, ia 
order to have a fu// guff of the deli- 
cate pungency : and | have heard it 
faid of companions of this kind, mer- 
rily and pertinently enough, that they 
eat their liquor. 

But how miferable muft thefe men 
be, if fortune has not put it in their 
power to gratify their appetites! or 
if, after gratifying them fome years up- 
on delicious champagne,they are reduce 
edto humble port! A man fhould 
confider how he may be ableto bear 

fuch a misfortune, before he indulges 
too expenfively the prefent moments. 

As to thofe who drink onlyfor the 
fake of drunkenne/s, they have the pe- 
culiar felicity in this ifland, that they 
may makethem(elves what they call 
happy at almoft any price. [ have 
litue hopes of correAing any of thisor- 
der, by teaching them the superior 
happiness of temperance : but the 
other kind of good-natured peop'e, 
whofe amiable qualities make their 
company fough’, and whofe ea/y tem- 
pers inc.ine them never to deny, may 
perhaps reflé& upon the remaincer of 
my !.€ure, 

li Thee 
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Thefe Gentlementoo often know of 
themfelves, thatthe fame condefcenfi- 
, induces them to follow al- 
itevery ca//, prevails upon them, 
at the time when they fhould depart, to 
ftag for almoft every one’s p/eafure. 
With whatever inward refolution they 
firft come, they generally ftay till it is 
worn entirely out. By relying too 
long on their own power, wine and 
perfuafion infenfibly get the beiterof it. 
The artful defigning perfons, if any 
fuch are in company, have their wage 
serous mirth, and he that is the (ubject 
of it, has nothing left but the repentance 
of next morning. ‘That repentance, 
while the vapours of the wine yet in- 
flame, is not fufficient for the follow- 
ing evening : repetitions, which at 
firft were undefigned, make the weak- 
nefsitfelf grow babitual, and even de- 
able; til) the man of his ownchoice, 
thro’ ill sxfom, lofes by expcfing them 
the value of thofe gualitie, which at 
firft made him fo highly refpeéted. 
EuTraPeLus’ was luch a perfon as 
I have been now endeavouring to de- 
{cribe. With wit, humour, learning, 
and good fenfe, he had but a flender o- 
Pinion of b's own abilities,but paid the 
utmoft deference to the leaft fhadow of 
merit-in another. He was naturally 
ate, anc, for thefirit years of his 
manhood, divided his time pretty e- 
ally between his ftudies and diver- 
fons. But the worth that himfelf 
could hardly fee, was to every one of 
his acquaintance exceedingly manifeft. 
Extrapelus was invited into company, 
where he looked upon every one pre- 
fent to be a better man than himfelf : 
he was defired to become a Member, 
and confented becaufe defired, thinking 
the honour almoft too great. For the 
firft three or four nights fearce did he 
{peak, but always modeftly took his 
Jeave about fem. At laft two or three 
of the fociety, thinking they had been 
mifinformed concerning their new affo- 
ciate, were refolved to try, as the phrale 
was, what hind of Metal he was made 
of, They prevailed on himto fay 
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fill che Wie got the on of his wfua) 
referve, when Exfr appeared & 
moft delightful com x rath Phe fe- 
le& Party, who ftaid after club-hours, 
began to increafe every night upon the 
laft night's report,and Ewtrapelus could 
not avoid being always of the number, 
He began to like it as well as the reft, 
and was as willing to call for the 
other bottle after two. 

In courfe of time, he began to think 
of bimfelf as well as he perceived others 
to think of him ; and, being {el- 
dom coof, (as each member that admi- 
red him carried him among all his fe- 
we acquaintance, ) the want of re- 

exion upon the freedoms he took, in 
confidence of his own merit, without 
obferving how that merit decreafed by 
every drunken endeavour to difplay it, 
made him at laftfink in the opinion of 
all who had courtedhis company. He 
refented a reproof or neghé from any 
perfon who had before petitioned to 
be his friend ; and this refentment by 
degrees created a d/ffike in thofe who 
only endeavoured to make him fenfi- 
ble of his error, till he could abfolute- 
ly keep no terms with the men who 
Grit gave him his true and satural 
charaéter. 

The confequence was, that being 
flighted by his beft companions, he 
was forced to look outfor others : 
for the cuftom of drinking and keeping 
Company, and the imagined right of be- 
ing the chiefin a/] companies, were 
too much rooted to be eafily parted 
with. His wit and Abumour were fill 
entertaining ; his /earning, when he 
pleafed to fhew it, admirable ; and his 
good fenfe always ready, when he was 
oo to find a proper occafion.— 

ut, inflead of a perpetual flow of 
ene or the other of thefe, he contra&ted 
@ cynical contempt for all who pre- 
tended to either ; and, except he could 
give a fentence inktead of an opinion, or 
be indulged ina vein of /atire againtt 
thofe who were forry for his bad con- 
du, the once good natured Eutrapelus 
was never ina good humour. The cynit 
improved 
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improved the for, and the fof the cynic, 
till the amiable foul was entirely ob- 
feared. le who had been the delight 
ofthe bef companies, and was lamented 
even by thofe who had left him, be- 
came at'laft only the dictator of an 
aleboufe-kitchen, where he knew more 
than allthe 4/za/company, and where, 
if any ftranger had attempted to con- 
tradiét him, he was fure of getting the 
victory by the noife and nonfenfe of 
his pupils. 

If fuch a chara@er asthis has not 
been feen by any of your readers, I 
hope however they will not fuppofe 
me tohave drawna pidture entirely 
out of wature.—A little coolnefs, a lit- 
tle reflection, might have favéd Eytra- 
pelus even after his firft degeneracy, and 
have made-him as acceptable as ever to 
thofe who were undefignedly the caufe 
of his ruin : if he could even have 
been proved a madman, and taken a lit- 
le to a proper regimen from this per- 
tan courfe of inflammation, it might 

ave produced the fame effeét.—If the 
eafy fortune. he once enjoyed, and 
waltéd to make himlelf miferable, had 
been reftored, I ‘doubt not but he 
would havé afterwar@s been able to 
bear the epplaufé of his friends, and 
yet to have maintained the cheat 
that won their efteeém.———But, as the 
cafe happened, Eutrape/ys, from the 
molt conver fible and tad natured of 
mén, grew to be’ the reverfé of both 
thefe qualities, and in his Jatter days 
was neVer mentioned with efeem Lut 
it had a mixture of pity. I am, Se.

I. fT is well known, tha: ainong Ca- 
terpillars theve are feveial Spe- 
cies, which like to live in Suck.y,and 
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which know how to builiNefts where- 
in to fhelter themiclves ag:inft the In- 
juries of the Air. Of this Sort are 
thofe ¢ to which Gardeners have given 


the Name of Liverymen, by redfon of 


the Diitribution of their Colours, 
They miay be ranked among the Pro- 
ceffioners, or thofe that follow one an- 
others ‘They all go about, spinning 
with great Order: But what is moft 
furprifing, is to fee them ftraggle very 
far from their Neft, and this often by 
feveral Windings and Turnings, with~- 
out lofing their Way. ‘Fheit Art in 
doing it deferves Notice : It is the 
fame that Ariadze made Ule of to bring 
Thefeus out of the Labyrinth in Crete: 
They fpin over all the Places where 
they go. The 1ft leads the Way 5 
the 2d follows, fpinning ; the 3d {pins 
after the 2d and 1ft, and foon with 
the reft. All thefe Threads form by 
Degrees a {mall fhining Track, a littlé 
Path, a Line or Two Limes broad 34 
and all chefe Paths meet at the Neft, 
the Centre, as it were, of all thofe 
feveral Rays. 

But to be plainly convinced of the 
Ule of thefe Threads, let one but 
break off the Continuation of them in 
fome Place or other, one will fee with 
Aftonifhment the little Caterpi//ars tarn 
back as at a Lofs, without daring t6 
proceed, till one or other, of more 
Courage than the reft, has reftored the 
Communication, by fpinning new 
Threads. 

Il. Catér pillars, \ike Men, have par- 
ticular Taftes (I take the Word Taffe 
here in its proper Senfe): I have ob- 
ferved fore, to whom even the Shell 
of the Egg they were come out of, 
was agreeable Food. ‘This Fe&t is not 
abfolucely new. M. de Reaumur im- 
forms us,ft that M. Maupertuis has 
made the like Oblervation.

own Species, that are near upon 
hatching. 

Anoier yet more remarkable Sin- 
gularity in the Tafte of certain Kinds 
ot Caterpillars,of theSpecies of {mooth 
ones, fume of the Firft Clafs, and o- 
thers of the Second, is, that they are 
fond of eating their own Exuvie ; 
they have Icarcely caft them off but 
they fall to devouring them. And this 
will appear ftill more furprifing, if one 
confiders the Condition in which the 
Caterpillars then are. Every one has 
learnt from Silkworms, that, after the 
moulting, thefe fort of Infeéts are ex- 
tremely weak ; and that for a confide- 
rable ‘Time they remain without any 
Nourifhment, to give Time to their 
new Orgaas, particularly their Teeth, 

to ftrengihen themfelves: Yet here 
you fee Caterpillars, which, immedi- 
ately after this critical Operation, grec- 
dily devour not only the foft or rather 
tough Part of their Skin, buteven all 
that is fcaly init, as the Skul], the Legs 
é¥c.— I have even obferved fome, 
which feemed to feize upon thofe, pre- 
ferably to the reft, and to devour thofe 

almoft bony Parts, before they fell 
upon the others,thatare much lefs hard. 
III. Nothing furprifes more in In- 
feét:, than their Induftry ; and Cater- 
ildars yield to none in this refpect : 
ot to {peak of thofe which build for 
themfelves Sheaths or Cafes, in which 
Siik, their own Down, Bits of Bark, 
Pieces of Paper, &c. are fo artfully 
wrought together; there is onc *

Merian. This Caterpislar is of 
the Kind which eat their own 
Skin, 
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which builds in Wood, and is able te 
give to its Cale a Hardnefs greater than 
that of Wood it felf. I fhall mention 
in few .Words, how this Infeé goes 
to Work: It cuts the Wood with its 
Teeth, which are very fharp, and fe- 
vers {mall Fragments from.it, which 
it binds together with a Silk of a par- 
ticular Nature, and which feems to dif. 
fer in feveral refpeéts from that of o- 
ther Caterpillars ; it is properly no- 
thing but a vifcous Subftance drawn 
into Threads, which, like Glue, grows 
hard by degrees. 

But, probably, this would not fuf- 
fice for giving to the whole Work the 
Solidity that is required, if the induf- 
trious Caterpillar did not, in fome 
Mealure, prepare the Fragments of 
the Wood, before it employs them ; 
and this it does by keeping them in 
its Mouth for fome time, to foak and 
betier fit them for joining themfelves 
into one Body. 

This Solidity of the Cafe of our 
Caterpillar is not what we Heed trou- 
ble our felves about ; it fuffices that 
the beft Care is taken of that Parti- 
cular : But this Caterpillar is alfo to 
become a Butterfly, and we know that 
Butterflies have neither Teeth nor 
Feet to dig withal ;? How then will 
this contrive to cut its Way throug 
a Cafe that is fo hard, and fo exattly 
clofed up on al) Sides ? One gueffes 
perhaps, that it oufes aLiquor which fof- 
tens that fort of Glue which binds the 
Bits of the Sawduft together. But what 
is the Nature of this Liquor ? M. a 
Reaumur * has judged that it muft be 
of a fingular Kind. In diffe&ting fome 
of thefe Caterpillars, I have found near 
the Mouth, under the O¢/ophagus, a 
fort of Bladder, of the Bignefs of a 
{mall Pea, full of alimpid Liquor, and 
of a penetrating Smell, which I found 
by divers Trials to be a very aétive 
Acid, and which, emong other Pro- 
prieties it has in common with true 


* In the Flace quoted above. 
Acids, 
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Acids, Fenfibly foftens the Glue of the 
Cafe. It remains now to fhew, that 
this Liquor is not only of Ufe to the 
Caterpillar, but is alfo that very Dif- 
folvent which enables the Butterfly to 
cut its Way through : And this lam 
not without Hopes of being able to 
compals, 
ANotionadopted by Dr. Boerbaave,* 
that there are no true Acids in Ani- 
mals, except in the Stomach or Intef- 
tines, renders this little Difcovery of 
the more Concern. 
1V. We have feen from the forego- 
ing Obfervation, that Caterpillars, tho’ 
one of thofe Infeéts the Struéture of 
which has been moft fearched into, 
have yet fomething ftill new to prefent 
in this refpect. And I fhall further 
add, “that I have difcovered in the’e 
Infe&ts a Part of fome feeming Confi- 
ceration, which is a fort of Nipple, or 
fiefhy Protuberance, placed near the 
Head, under the Firft Ring ; which is 
commonly concealed in the Infide of 
theBody,but is foreed to fhew itfelf by 
fqeezing theInfe&t. ThisNipple,orPro- 
tuberance, which at firft I only found 
fingle in feveral Caterpillars, I have 
fince met with in pthers double, and 
even quadruple ; as in that fingular 
foo Caterpillar of the Willow, 
which I have already mentioned, and 
this with fome remarkable Varieties. 
However, they are not all provided 
with them :_ ] have not found them as 
yet, for Inftance, in thofe of the Firft 
Size, that is to fay, the very large ones, 
nor in thofe that are very hairy. But 
I have obferved it in all thofe Caser- 
pillars of the Willow,which, from the 
Figure and the Stiffnefs of their Hairs, 
have been called the Torny ones. ‘The 
Ule of this Part remains yet unknown 
tome: All that I know, and that I 
have learnt by my Experiments, is, 
that it is not effential to the Caterpil/ar. 
V. Caterpillars are of thofe Infeéts 
for which one has naturally fuch an 
Averfion,that it will eafily be believed

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there are fome that have an offenfive 
Smell ; and I have actually obferyed 
a fmall Kind of them that {mell fo 
like a Bug, that I have thought fit to 
give them that Name. But what per.. 
haps will appear more ftrange, is, that 
there is alfo a fort of a middling Size, 
which are fmooth, and on the Ap- 
proach of their Metamorphofis, have 
a very fweet Rofe-like Scent; and 
whofe Cafes, being made of Earthand 
of Silk, preferve that Smell for Years 
together. The Butterfly of another, 
Caterpillar,* of the middle Size alfo, 
but hairy, gave, upon its coming om 
of its Cafe, a very fenfible Scent o 
Mukk. :

Of the Formica-Lego. Propo 


I. There are few Infe&t? that‘Have 
been fo much & fo defervedly admired 
as the Formica-Leo. That excellent 
Work the Spefacle de la Nature has 
been fo univerfally read by theCurious, 
as hardly to Jet any one be ignorant of 
its Hiftory. However, a little Parti- 
cular, curious enough, has yet efcape 
the moft diligent Enquiries ;’ and tha 
is the Manner in. which he goes tq 
work, when he finds Stones in his Pit, 
too big to be thrown out’ with “his 
Horns. Does he then forfake ‘the 
Place where he fettled at firft ?° and 
does he go fomewhere elfe to fet a 
new Ambufcade? Or, does he wef 
in his Pit, leaving the Stone ther 
which he has not been able to remove? 
Or, after all, does he at laft contrivé 
to get rid of it? and what Means does 
he ufe to bring this End about ? By 
unwearied obferving, I have at laft 
had the Fortune to difcover the Setret 
of his Management. I have feen,that 
in fuch Cafes the Formica-Leo knows 
how to vary his ways of working : 
He comes out of the Ground, gets his 
hinder Parts under the Stone, fo that 
it refts upon his Back, and then by

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degrees pufhes it toward the Top of 
the Opening, keeping all the while his 
Poife with great Care. Having thus 
forced it to the Edge of his Pit, he does 
not leave it there, for it might roll 
back again ; he therefore puthes it far- 
cher off, and then retires to his Pit 
again. 

But fometimes it will happen, that 
the poor Formica Leo has not the good 
Fortune to keep the Stone in Poife all 
the Way ; and rolls it back again to 
the Bottom of the Pit, the Moment it 
was got to the Brink. This unlucky 
Accident does not,however difcourage 
him, but he goes patiently to hisWork 
again, till he gets the Stone out. So- 
Jomon fends the Sluggard to the Ant ; 
and we might in like Manner fend to 
the Fermica Lea thofe impatient People 
who give over their Labouss upon the 
Grit Difficulties they findin them. I 
bave {cen fome of thefe Infeéts, that, 
after Five or Six Mis/ortunes like thofe 
Ihave mentioned, did not yet lofe 
Courage. I have thought I faw the 
wiecched Sifypbus as condemned to 
Hell, in thePoets, rolling a great Stone 
to the Top of a high Hill, which no 
foones was at the Summit, but it Mlipt 
down: again. | 

The Naturalifts will have us admire 
the Strength of the Ants, in tran{port- 
ing, their Materials: That of the For- 

weica Lea is doubilefs.no Jefs worthy of 
the Atteniion of ail who fhall fee, as 
Thave gone, thefe li«le Animals carry 
to the Brink of their Pir, notwithflan- 
ding the &eepnefs of «he Slope, and 
the Crumbling away of the Eirth, 
Stones Three or Four Times as big as 
themfelves. 

If. All the Formica Leos that have 
been hither:o obferved, move only 
backward; ; but Lhave alfo di-covered 
a Species) that move forwards wih 
Aétivity. . Thefe do not, like the o- 
thers, lie in. Ambufh for their Prey, 
But feize on u& by mere Force and

New Obfervations upon Infe&s. 


Of the Pucerons, or Vine-Grypgs, 


I. The Pucerons are pretty well 
known, fo that it will be {ufficient to 
take Notice they are that fort of Guats, 
or /mall Flies, which flick in great 
Numbers to the Leaves and Stalks of 
Plants, and caufe great Deftruétion a- 
mong them. What they prefent mof 
curious, and which hitherto has been 
a fort of Ainigma, is their Way of 
multiplying. ‘ In every Family of 
“* the .Pucerons, fays M. Reaumur, t 
‘* there are fome with Wings, and o- 
“ thers without. According to the 
“ ufual Analogy, the ‘winged ones 
“ fhould be the Males, and thofe with- 
* out Wings the Females : Bat what 
‘“* is a great Singularity in the Hiftory 
‘* of Infeds, is, that here both Sorts 
‘““ are Females. I have not been able 
“* to find out the Males who impreg- 
“ nate both the one and the other 
** fort. ‘They all bring forth alive,” 
&¥c. Is there therefore no Copulation 
among Pucerons ? Ory are they Her- 
maphrodites like Mufcles? In order 
to know this, I tried an Experiment 
propofed by M. Reaumur * I 
brought up, in perfeé Solitude, a 


Puseron from the very Inftant of 


his Birth. The Expedient I had Re- 
courfe to for this, was different from 
that which M. Reawmur had pointed 
out. It was fuch as gave méa Facility 
of obferving the little Puceroz at any 
Time, without Fear of letting in an- 
other. I conflantly watched it from 
Day to Day, and from Hour to Hour, 
for ebove a Month, ulua ly beginning 
my Obfervations about Four or’ Five 
in the Morning, and fearcely difeontt- 
nuing them till towards Nine or Ten 
at Night. I took Care to keep an 
exact Journal of its Life, wherein [ 
noted even its te:ft Motions, and the 
mnoft trifling Circumftances. At the

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End of about 12Days it began to breed, 
and has.fince brought forth 95 young 
ones, sielive, and moft of them un- 
der my own Eyes. I[ have drawnu 
a Table, in which I have marked, 
with the greateft Exaétnefs poflible, 
the Day and the Hour when every 
one of them was brought forth. 

I have already repeated this Expe- 
riment, Three feveralTimes, and with 
equal Succefs. I have even brought 
them up fucceflively in Solitude, as far 
zs the fourth Generation ; and all of 
them have brought forth. 

II. Perhaps one is already from 
hence inclined to think,that there isin 
general no Copulation among the Py- 
eerons. But there will yet be fome 
room for Surprize, when. I fay, that I 
have alfo oblerved a Species of them 
where Copulation does obtain, as it 
coes among fo many otlier Species of 
Infc&s or Animals. Tise . Male, like 
that of the Gail-Infeéts, has Wings, 
and is a good deal lels than the Fe- 
male. I is, perhaps, one of the moft 
eager Creatures in that refpedt that is 
in Nature: I have feen it copulate a 
great many Times in one Day, both 
with the fame Female, and with 
others. 

The ordinary Diftin€tion of the Sex 
is not the only Singularity I have met 
with in this Species of Pucerons : It 
has fhewn me another no Jefs remark- 
able. The Females, inftead of bring 
ing conftantly forth live Pucerons, 
fometimes produce only Fatu/es,which 
they lay one along fide of the other, 
as Butterflies do their Eggs. 

Befides what. relates to Generation, 
the Pucerons have offered me many o- 
ther curious Particulars: I have feen, 
for Inftance, fome, which to caft off 
their Coats, have given themfelves 
Motions analogous to thofe of the 
Chry/alis of the thorny Caterpillar of 
the Nettle: But!to enter into all the 
Purticulars I have met with in thele 
{mall Infeéts, would require a Volume. 
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263° 
Extra& of a letter, containing three in- 
frances of the furprifing effets of 
mufick, as recorded in the Hittory of 


the R. Academy of Sciences at 
Paris. 


N eminent mufician, whe was a 
great compofer, was feized with 
a fever, which frill increafing, became 
continued. On the feventh day be feil 
into.a violent delirium,having hardly any 
intermiffion,attended with cris tears,ter- 
rors, and a perpetual want of fleep. The 
third day of this delirium, one of thofe 
natural inftin&s which is faid to make 
animals feck for thofe herbs which are 
proper for them,made him defire to hear 
4a hittle concert in his chamber. It was 
with much difficulty that the phyfician 
confented to it. They played to him the 
cantatas of M. Bernier. From bis firft 
hearing them tune their Infframents, bis 
Jace affumed a ferene air, bis eyes were 
compofed, the convulfions entirely céafed, 
he foed tears of pleafure, and his fenfes 
were affected with the mufick in fuch a 
manner as he never felt before nor finee 
the cure. His fever ceased during the 
whole concert ; but as foon as it was 
ended, he relapfed. They did not neg- 
ef to continue the ufe of this unexpee- 
tedly fuccefsful medicine. The fever and 
delirium always fufpended during the 
concert ; and mufick was become fo #e- 
ceffary to him, thatin the might ke made 
a relation who watched with bim, both 
Jing and dance, tho affi8ion made it 
difficult for ber to comply. One night 
among the reft, when none but bis nurfe 
was with him, who could only fing one 
miferable ballad, be was forced to be 
content, and even received fome benefit 
In foort, ten days mufick quite 
cured him, without any other affiftance, 
except bleeding in the foot, which was 


the fecond time this had been done, and 
was fucceeded with a great evacuation. 
—Iltis pretty curious to fee, ina man 
cwbofe very foul was become harnery; by 
a long continued cuftom, bow concerts by 
degrees reflored bis fpirits to their na- 
taral courfe. 


It is not bkely that a 
painter 
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painter would have been cured thus by 
piures; paintings not baving fo great 
an influence over the motions of the /pi- 
rits as mufick, and no art in this re/ped 
equalling it.” Martyn’s Abridg, vol. 
r a 2 4 dancing mafter of Alais in 
Languedoc, during the carnival of 1708, 
having been fo much the more fatiguedin 
the exercifes of bis Profi fon as they are 
the moft agreeable, fell fick with it the 
beginning of lent. He was attacked by 
a violent fever, and the fourth or fifth 
day be fell into a lethargy, which beld 
bim a great while, andthen he was feix- 
ed with a furious and filent delirium, in 


which he made continual attempts to get ‘ 


gut of bis bed, threatning with his bead 
ar looks thofe who hindred him, and e- 
ven all who were prefent ; and obftinate- 
hy refufed, conflantly without speaking, 
all the remedies that were offered to 
him. It came into a Gentleman's head 
who faw him in this condition, that 
perbaps mufick might recover a little 
this fo difordered an imagination ; and 
be propofed it to the phyfician; who did 
mot difapprove the thought, but ju/tly 
feared the ridicule that might attend 
the execution, efpecially if the patient 
foould die in the operation. A friend 
of the dancing mafter, who was les 
ferupulous, and played a good fiddle,took 
wp that of bis fick friend, and began to 
play the tunes be knew bis friend liked 
_beff. The company took him to be the 
greatef? madman of the two, and began 
to chide him. Lut prefently the fick 
man fat up, lke ene agreeably furprifed, 
and by bis mction endeavoured to keep 
time with the tunes; but as be was fill 
held by tke arms, he could only lbew by 
his bead the pleafure be felt. By de- 
grees, even thofe wo held bis arm: find- 
ing the eff of tae fiddle, flackened the 
wiglence with which they beld him, and 
£ave way to bis motion in proportion as 
they found be was no longer raving. At 
/oft, qt the end of a quarier of an bour, 
be fh ph foundl; and bad daring this fleep a 
crit, waicd brought bin out of danger.”

Surprizing Effects of Mufick. 


3. “* Soon after a perfon is bitten by 
a tarantula, there enfues avery acute 
pain in the part, and, fome bours after, 
a numbnefs; then be falls into a profound 
Jadnefs, re/piration grows difficult, the 
pulle weakens, the fight becomes dim,and 
the eyes loook wild ; at length all fenfe 
and motion are loft, and the patient dies 
unlefs he be relieved. All the belp 
phyfick affords, confifts in a few operati- 
ons onthe wound, with the ufe of cor- 
dials and fudorificks ; but another much 
Jurer and more efficacious remedy, which 
reafoning and art would mever bave at- 
tained to,as being accidentally difcovered, 
is mufick. When the perfon bitten is 
left without fenfe and motion, a muficicy 
tries different tunes, till he meets with 
that whofe notes and modulation fuit the 
patient: upon which a flight tremor or 
motion appears in bis body; then bis 
Singers begin to move in cadence ; then 
his arms, legs, and by degrees his whole 
body, till at laft be rifes on bis feet, and 
falls a dancing; in which be, continues 
fillincreafing bothin adtivity’S ftrength, 
Some will dance fix hours together with- 
out refting. After this, the perfon is 
put to bed; and, when be is judged fuf- 
ficient ly recovered from bis farft dance, 
they draw him out of bed by the fame 
tune for anew dance. This exercife 
holds feveral days, f* or feven at m fi, 
till fuch time as the patient finds bir. 
Self fatigued, and unable to dance any 
longer ; which is the indication of bis 
cure: for fo long as the poifon aéts on 
him, be would dance, if they would let 
him, without any difcontinuance, till, 
his firength being utterly exhaufted, be 
foould die on the pot. When tie patient 
begins to find himfelf weary, he comes a 
little to bis fenfes, and recovers as from 
a profound fleep, without remembering 
any thing of what paft during bis accefs, 
not even bis dancing. 
The patient, thus recovered from bis 
Sift accefs, is fometimes entirely cured. 
Uf be be not, there remains a black me. 
lancholy and alienation of mind upon bim: 
be founs the fight of man, and feeks for 
water; and, if be be mot carefull; 
watched, 
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watched, throws bimfelf into the firft 
river that falls in bis way. To the o- 
ther Jymptoms of this difeafe muff bc 
added an averfion for black and blue-; 
and, on the contrary, an affetion for 
white, red and green. If the perfon do 
not die, the fit returns at the year’s end, 
much about the time when he was bitten; 
fo that he muff go to dancing again. 
Some have had thefe periodical returns 
for twenty or thirty years running. 
Each patient bas bis peculiar and fpe- 
cifick tune ; but the airs or tunes in ge- 
neral are of very brife meafure.. 

Tis net unreafonable to fuppofe, that 
the poison of the tarantula may occafion 
an extraordinary tenfion of the nerves, 
much greater than is fuited to their re- 
Speftive funGtions; and hence the lofs 
of memory and motion: but, at the Jame 
time, this tenfion being equal to that of 
Some firings of an infirument, puts the 
merves in motion to a certain tone, and 
obliges them to vibrate when pane by 
the undulations peculiar to that tone ; 
and hence the cure by mufick: for mo- 
tion being thus reflored to the nerves, 4 
a proper mode, the [pirits are recalled, 
eobich before bad almoft entirely aban- 
dened them. It may perbaps be added, 
with fome Ap and pretty much 
on the fame principles, if the patient's 
averfion for certain colours arifes from 
this, that the tention of bis nerves, even 
out of the acces, being fiill different from 
its natural flate, the vibrations thofe co- 
leurs —_ in the fibres of the brain, 
are too contrary to their dif/pofition, and 
make a kind of diffonance therein, which 
is pain. 

The.tarantula is a large /pider, with 
eight eyes and as many legs ; but what 
is moft fingular in it, are two borns or 
trunks, which it is continually moving, 
elpecially when in fearch of food ; 
whence they are conjeGured to be mov- 
ing nofirils. It is found not only about 
Tarentum, whence its name, and thro- 
out Apulia, but alfo in other parts of 
Italy, and ia the ifland of Corfica ; only 
thoje of Apulia are the moft dangerous, 
the’ none are much fo.but thofe ou the

plains, where the air is confiderably bot- 
ter than on the mountains ; and Some 
even affert, that the animal is never ve- 
nemous except in coupling-time.” 

As mufich has in thefe infhances been 
found to be a 07d Juccefsful remedy in 
the feveral diforders in which it was ap- 
plied ;. fo it is not perhaps improbable, 
that it might be found efficacious in other 
diforders, fuch as the bite of a mad dog ; 
efpecially if a time could be bit upon to 
make the patient dance and fweat : fince 
the evacuation in this manner of the 
inflammatory fiuidis, according to Dr. 
Mead, the caufe of cure in the bite of 
the tarantula, the vibrations made om 
the nerves by tunes rightly modelled ope- 
rating as really on the nerves, as the 
imperium voluntatis cam do. 

The above fas may explain the cafe 

of Saul, who found his indi/pofition re- 
lieved by the mufick of David ; a tafe 
which bas nothing in it more wonderfal 
or extraordinary than thofe related. I 
even think, that the effects of mufick on 
the difordered brain of a man bit with 
the tarantula, bas fomething more in- 
explicable, more incomprebenfibly frange 
in it. Some Philofopbers bave attempt- 
ed to account for thefe phenomena $ but 
the fecret caufes of them are too conceal- 
ed for us to difeover. O Nature! Nea- 
ture! bow myfterious and infcrutable 
are thy ways ? bow feeble and bounded 
our knowledge ?

Any credible authors affert, that 

men have recovered who have 

been under water for feveral hours, 

when one could not dilcoverthe leait 
fign of life in them. 

The fteep banks of fome lakes in 
Swiizerland oftentimes occafion fatal 
f.lis; thegood fuccels that has follow- 
ed, where proper care has been ufed, 
on fuch as have been taken out of thofe 
lakes, has been pubiiflicd at d:ficrent 
times. in the Switzer Mercury : im / 
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which are selated the ways of reviving 
men.who had: loft all figns of life, 
which we fhalk difcufs here. Would 
to God they were known in all parts. 
of. the world, that fach charitable ex- 
periments might be repeated as often 
ac.they are wanted, and: that by the: 
repetition of.them. people might, as in 
molt difcoveries, become more and 
more fkilful. 

It has been.ever thought, that the 
beft thing which could be done for the 
wretch taken out of the water, was (o 
hang him by hisfeet. But, by dif- 
fegtions made by anatomifts, it has 
been. difcovered, that a drowned man. 
has lefs.water.in his ftomach than if he. 
hed taken # hearty: draught. And if 
there fhould bea great quantity of 
water.in his ftomach, in order to make 
hisn difcharge it, the beft way is, to 
pug him in a catk without any bottom, 
ach rool it for. fome time-in different 
way 83. whichis ofgreat ufe-in other 
re(pects, Youfhouki'alfo endeavour 


. to.make-him.vemit, by. thratting- {e- 


veraltimes.a- quill: with its feathers 
down his-throat. After. having un- 
drefied him, inftead: of leaving him 
naked on the-fhore, as is:done but too 
often, you muft, as. {oon as. you can, 
wmp him. ap ia. fheets and blankets, 
to- keep him as-warm as poffible ; and 
so-inceeafe. the- warmth more. effec- 
tually, he muft be laid afterwards in. 
a very warm bed, and have warm nap- 
kins comtinually-laid'upon him. ‘There 


have been, fome, whom. the fun has 


produced the fame-effeét upon, as the 
napkins have done upon others. Some 
have recovered warmth by hot baths, 
but thefe. can’t always be procured. 
‘The thing in queflion. being to re- 
vive the folid: parts of the body, that 
they may give motion to the liquid 
ones, you muft not leave the drowned 
men quict in his bed ; you muft agitate 
him in.a: hundred different ways, by 
turning him. backwardsand forwards, 
by lifting him up and letting him fall, 
avd: by. fhaking him in your arms. 
You mutt alfo-pous-{pirituous liquors 
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into his mouth. They prefcribe ale 
a decoction of pepper in vinegar fora 
gargle. The interior fibres of the 
nofe are alfo to be irritated, cither 
with volatile {pirits, or fuch liquors ae 
are ufed in an apoplexy, by ftimulating. 
the nerves that cover the nofe, with a 
feather, or by blowing the fmoke of 
tobacco thro’ a pipe up. his noftrils, on 
any thing that caufes fternutation. 
People in that condition have: been re-. 
covered, tho’ at the laft extremity, by 
having warm air blown into their 
mouths, thro a reed or pipe, and’ air 
blown into their bowels @ pair of 
bellows. A glifter may alfo be uféd, 
and is the better ofthe for ite 
warmth, fince it is more likely to pro- 
duce the effe&t, than cold air. 
what J take to be better than any of 
the former, is, to blow tobacco by # 
pipe into his bowels. One of our aca- 
demilts has. been an eye- witnefs of the: 
quick and Neppy effeét-of the-fmoke of 
tobacco blown inthis manner into the 
body ofa drowned! man. 

None of the means mentioned muft: 
be neglected ; they may concur alb 
together, and produce-a falutary effec: 
They’ be employed with better fuc- 
cefsin a. phyfician’s —- i 
furgeon can be had, "¢.fail ta have 
the feeming-dead man blooded in the: 
jugular-vein : for in this cafe, as well’ 
asin apoplexies, the veins of the brain: 
are too fall of blood ; and, if the veffels: 
can he emptied a little, they’ll bemore: 
in a condition to aét upon the liquids, 
which they muft fet in motion. Fi- 


nally, if all this don’t do, you muft: 


have recourle to bronchotomy ; that 
is,to open the Trachian artery, that 
the air may enter freely intothe lungs, 


by an opening to the pipe, that brings: 


it tothem in the natural way ; and 
the warm air which may be blown in, 
by this opening, will perha 
lungs in motion again ; and then, all 
the motions of the breaft will revive: 

But thofe whe love tobe kind and 
ferviceable to mankind, are defired not 
to give over, ifthe firft appearances are 
pot 
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pot a8 they would with. For fome 
gen, in this condition, have had pro- 
means applied, for more than two 
urs, before they gave the leaft fign 
of life ; and yet notwithftanding have 
recovered. 

Any one who has fucceeded, in re- 
coverings perfon, whole death was in- 
evitable without his charitable, affift- 
ance, hasfull reafon to be fatisfied 
with the peins he has taken ; and if 
they have proved uielefs, he has this 
to comfort him, that he has doneall 
that was in his power.

The di a perfect plant infemine. 
By Mr. Wake 


ClInce the ancient fuppofition of ¢- 
S quivocal generation has been re- 
jected, numbers of curious experi- 
ments have been made,to demonitrate, 
that every thing proceeds from 
of is own kind. And there is fuch 
an analogy found between the animal 
and vegetable worlds, as proves con- 
vincingly, that their generation and 
increafe are bronght. about in a man- 
ner pretty much slike: the semina of 
both ase the rudiments of future off- 
ing, -which require only a proper 
tory and juices, to advance their 
growth, and bring them toperfeCction. 
Glaffes (fo much improved by the 
moderna) are the means whereby thele 
feorets of natpre are difcovered. ‘The 
eye,.afifted by « good microfcope, can 
plainly diftinguith, in the semen maf- 
culinum of animals,myriads of animal- 
cules, alive and vigorous, tho’ fo ex- 
ceeding minute, that it is computed 
g00o millions of them are not equal 
toa grain of fand who‘e diameter is 
but the hundredth part of an inch : 
and the fame inftrument informs us, 
that the farina of vegetables are buta 
congeries af minute granula whole 
fhapes are uniform as the plants they 
belong to; and as repeated experi- 
mentsprave the feedsunprolifick where 
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the faring are not permitted to thed, it 
is taken for granted, that all its gra- 
aula contain feminal plants ; {0 that 
their growth feems to be nothing ele 
but an expanfion of their veffels, by 
a gradual infinuation of fluids, where- 
by they fwell, and attain a ftate of full 
perfeétion. Hence it appears, that all 
the parts of a perfeét animal or plent 
muft exift in the animalcules of the 
male /emen, or the little grains of the 
farina plantarum. ‘Thus, in animals, 
this femen being received into the /e- 
male matrix,{ome of the animalcula 
find an entrance into the ovaria, where 
they lodge themfelves inthe ova, plac- 
ed there by providence as a proper #- 
das for them ; and an ovum, fo inha- 
bited, gets loofe in due time from its 
ovary, and.paffes into the matrix, thro” 
one ofthe Fallopian tubes; and the 
juices there fo dilate its coats, that they 
form the chorion and the amnion, inte- 
guments needful for the prefervation 
of the little animal, which, by s con- 
tinual fupply of kindly nourtfhment, 
firetches, and becomes vifible in all 
the parts-peculiar to its {pecies; when 
itis called a fatus. Sg in plants, 
which are incapable of moving from 
eae place, it was requifite a repo- 
fitory for their faring fhould be near 
at hand; and fo we find, in almof e- 
very flower producing a farina, a pro- 
per ovary for its reception, where the 
impregnated eva being expanded ‘by 
the juices of the parent-plant to a cer- 
tain form and bulk, become what we 
call ripe feeds, and fall to the earth, 
which isa natural matrix for them. 
In this condition it is like the animal 
ovum dropping into the wterus; and in 
the fame manner the juices of the earth 
{well and extend the veflels of the feed, 
till the feminal leaves unfold, and per- 
form the office of a placenta tothe in- 
cluded infant-plant. This account of 
animal and vegetable generation in- 
troduces a difcovery, which may pof- 
fibly lead to greater certainty about ity 
and which our virtuofe relates to thy 
following cf & : “ Having tried ¥ 
pea 
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peated experiments, to prove that eve- 
ry feed includes a real plant, it feemed 
incapable of ocular demonitration, till 
mere ‘accident favoured the curious 
fearch. If by moiftening the feed, it 
began to vegetate, he could indeed dif- 
cern the feminal leaves, and the ger- 
men, or bud, whence the future Piant 
fhould arife ; but was able to go no 
furthex, till the moifture gradually ex- 
somdien its veflels, made. the little root 
fhoot down, the ftalk rife up, and the 
minute leaves bring themfelves to 


view. But this wasnot the thing fought 


for. Endeavouring, [fays he] witha 
fine lancet, to diffecét a feed of the gra- 
men tremulum, with intention to exa- 
mine the feveral parts of it with a mi- 
crofcope, imagining fomewhat curi- 
ous might be found inthe contexture 
of the hufk, the edges of which I ob- 
ferved to be tranfparent, I opened it 
the long way, exactly in the middle, 
and took notice of fomething exceed- 
ing, {mall between the two fides which 
Thad feparated. I ftuck the point of 
the lancet into it, with no other defign 
than to takeit up, and place it in the 
micro‘cope, to lee what it might be ; 
when, to my great furprize andjoy, I 
found the lancet had fortunately open- 
ed a membranous cafe,that included a 
perfe& plant, rifing from a double root, 
with two ftems of an equal height, 
each whereof had many leaves like 
the grafs from whence it came: and 
leaft my eyes fhould be deceived, I ex- 
amined it in all pofitions, but found it 
a reality. I afterwards cut open a 
great many feeds of the fame fort, in 
hopes to feparate one of thefe minute 

lants entirely from its theca, which at 
ht 1 fuccefsfully effeéted. ” 

This Gentleman, to illuftrate his ex- 
periments, prefented to the Reyal Soci- 
ety feveral figures which plainly prove 
the exiftence of areal and perfect plant 
in femine.

in the Netherlands, is the Capital of 
the Duichy of Brabrant, ‘the Seat of 
the Chancellory and Court of Bra- 
bant, of the Councils of State, of the 
Revenues, and the ordinary Refidence 
of the Prince or Governor, whom the 
King of Spain formerly kept, and the 
Emprefs Queen of Hungary now keeps 
in the Low Countries. It is fituated on 
the {mall River Sinne,or Senne, which 
difcharges itfelf into the Scheld by a 
Canal of the Length of 5 Leagues,that 
was madein 1651. . Its Avenues are 
fine,and its Circumference about feven 
Miles. It’s built Part in the Plain, 
and Part upona Hill, extremely net 
fant, environed with a double Brick 
Wall, having a pretty large Interval, 
and {mall Ditches. The Town is di- 
vided into Upper and Lower: The 
latter ig much more agreeable and 
beautiful than the other, having feve- 
ral Fountains, andthe two Branches 
of the great Canal border’d with broad 
Keys, and fili’d with a prodigious 
Number of Boats that come’ thither 
from the Sea by the Scheld. The Pa- 
lace is inthe Upper Town : It has 
many rich Appartments, fpacious €- 
nough to lodge feveral Kings at once ; 
to which belong avery fine Mall, « 
Park full of Deer, and very ¢urious 
Gardens near it, with fine Water 
Works, Grottos, and a Square Wilder- 
nefs. The Town. Houfe, the Tower 
of St. Nicholas, which has the ‘Town 
Clock, the Church of the Jefuits, and 
the Prince of Orange’s Houfe, deferve 
to be feen by Strangers. Among the 
Churches, the Collegiate, dedicated to 
St. Gudula, is the Chiefand the moft 
ancient, wherethey pretend to have 
a Hoff fabbed by a Few, which thed 
Blood out of the Wound ; whereupon, 
they fay, the Jew was immediately 
Here you find 
fome Footfteps of the Ancients Fancy 
for the Number of leven; for there 
are feven Parifhh Churches, feven prin- 
cipal Streets, in which are {even ftate- 
ly Houles rented by the Publick,feven 
Gates of Dorick Work, feven coniide- 
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rableFamilies, feven Sheriffs who have 
the Care of Affairs, and {even liccnced 
Midwives, &c. Bruffels isa trading 
Town, and has feveral Manufactures. 
There are 52 Trades, divided into 
nine Guilds or Companies, call’d the 
Nine Nations, among which the Cut- 
Jers and Armour Makers are Chief. 
The Streets of the City are broad and 
handiome, and the Buildings, both 
publick and private, uniform and ele- 
gant. Among their Hofpitals there is 
one for penitent Whores, and another 
for foundling Children. Adjoining to 
the Palace is a large Circuit or enclof- 
ed Ground, contairing whatever can 
contribute to the Diverfions ofthe 
Court. Over the S:adt-houfe, which 
is anoble Building, tsa Brazen Sratue 
of Sz. Michael the Guardiaa Angel of 
the City, 15 Feet in Height. Here 
are alfo many fine Paintings, done by 
the beft Matters. 

Asthe French know how tender 
the Auftrian Princes have ever .been 
of the Curiofities of this fine City, 
they have made ica Barbarous Rule to 
damage them, when they have been 
hardly prefs’d el‘ewhere, in order to 
diaw off the Confederate Army to 
their Protection. Thus in 1695 it was 
bombarded by Marfhal Villeroy, who 
cam: before it with 100,000 Men, 
while King William was carrying on 
the Siegeof Namur. ‘Though Prince 
Vaudemont lay then within the Walls 
with 30,000 Men, he could not pre- 
vent the Enemy’s beating down 2000 
Houtes, feveral Churches and Abbeys, 
and the old Stadt Houfe. In hhort, 
what with theBombs and red hotBalls, 
the City lying expos’d on the Side of a 
Hill, in 48 Hours it was reduced al- 
moft toa Heap of Rubbifh. But it 
emerg’d more ftately and beautiful out 
ot thefe Ruins, though with immenfe 
Lofs to the Inhabitan's. In 1708, 
while the Confederates were employ’d 
in the Siege of Lifle, the Ele&tor of 
Bavaria who had formerly refided in 
Bruffels as Governour, came before it, 
and made feveral furigusAttacks : But 
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the Duke of Marlborovgh marching 
with great Expedition to irs Relief, up- 
on his paffing the Scheid the Enemy 
withdrew precipiiately. Bruffels was 
in the Hands of the French from 1700 
to 1706. when it furrender’d to the 
Duke of Marlborough atter the Battle 
of Ramillies, and has been ever fince 
in the Poffeffion of the Auftrians. This 
Capital ftands 30Miles S. E. of Ghent, 
24S. of Antwerp, 96 S. of Amertter- 
dam, 150 N. E. of Paris, and 190 al- 
mott E. of London. 


Common SEnsE. 
Thoughts on Trade and Religicn. 


N an ex rict of a letter from Stock- 
holm, dated Auguft 2. N. 8. and 
pubiifhed in our news- papers, there 

is the following paragraph: ‘“* The 
fenate had a meeting extraorcinary two 
days fince, to deliberate on the mokt 
proper methods to make trade flou- 
rifh, which has been declining for fome 
time by ill judged regulations, and 
ruined by the long wars of Charlies 
Xf. The expedient that cppeared 
to many reafonable, but was moft op- 
pofed, was, to grant the Roman Ca- 
tholicks and Calviniffs (both equally 
hated in Sweden) the free and publick 
exercife of their religion. This was 
propofed in the det; but the affem- 
bly were divided in their opinions. 
The Burghers, the beft judges of the 
trading interelt, readily agreed to the 
toleration ; and they were feconded 
by the Nod/effe, (or Gentry) ; but the 
Clergy ftrenuoufly oppofed it, and had 
credit enough to bring the Peafants in- 
to their way of thinking.” 

This refolution of the Gentry and 
Burghers of the dict of Sweden was 
worthy a brave and fenfible people, 
who have but very lately recovered 
out of tyrannyand flavery, occafioned 
by their ever glorious monarch Charles 
XII. They very reafonably judged, 
that the firlt thing they were to do, 
when they foundtheir fhackles _ 
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ed off, and that they might once more 
call them(elves freemen, was, to confi- 
der in what manner they might im- 
prove their trade, and encourage their» 
manufactures; as they well knew thele 
were the only infallible means that 
could enable them to change theircop- 
per for filver money, to fupport that li- 
i they had happily regained, and 
to make a great and an independant 
figure among the nations. The Cler- 
gy, who, they tell us, influenced the 
Commonalty, and oppofed the fcheme, 
were certainly very fhortfighted, even 
with regard to their own temporal in- 
tereft, which it is not uncharitable 
to imagine might bea principal pri- 
vate inducement.—There is a ftory I 
have fomewhere met with, that fets 
this fort of wrong-beaded zeal in a ve- 
ftrong and clear light : A Reverend 
ofer of our eftablifhed church, ex- 
tremely rigid and fevere againft all fec- 
taries, and who had often tried, in the 
reign of K. Charles II. and had been 
more than ordinary active in praétif- 
ing wholfome feverities on thofe who 
differed from him in their opinions as 
to orthodoxy, found, notwithftanding 
all his perfecution, that the Diffenters 
increafed upon him every day in his 
parifh. But he was perfuaded by fome 
neighbouring Gentlemen, (or rather 
at firft was obliged after the aétof to- 
leration), to make ufe of gentler me- 
thods ; and which he then,from a 
thorough conviction that he had been 
wrong before, came heartily into. 
He now courted the Diffenters, and 
by gentle means, and the force of mild 
reafoning and humanity, endeavoured 
to foften them into conformity ; fo 
that many of them were brought o- 
vertothe church. The Doétor, who 
was warmly for perlecution before, 
was now as warm in his opinion a- 
gainft it. He went one day to 
pay avifttoa parifhioner of his a 
iatuner, who was cxiremely hot, and 
in the flame of his zealtold the Doc- 
tor, thai ae wifhed ail the Diffenters 
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were to be banifhed the kingdom, 
The Parfon (without correéting him 
for his uncharitable heat) cooly afked 
him, What was the price of wool ? 
So low, faid he, that [ think I thall 
not be able to hold my farm. The 
clergyman went on, What number do 
you imagine there may be of thefe 
fame Diffenters, whom you would 
have banifhed, of all forts, out of the 
nation? d have heard them fay, re- 
plied thefarmer, (and itis a burning 
fhame)that there are at leat four bun- 
dred thoufand'! And thefe, faid the 
Doctor, are generally, d think, the 
middling people : pray, did you never 
obferve how they are clothed? Yee, 
yes, faid the farmer; they generally 
wear cloth of eight or ten fhillings a 
yard. Why then, is it your opinion, 
faid the Doétor, that the banifhing 
three or four hundred thoufand of 
thefe people out of the realm, would 
raife the price of wool ? The zea- 
lot faw the ferce of tie argument, 
and was dumb : his imtereit cooled 
his warmth. 

If it is certain, that every induftri- 
ous poor man, who fettles here, is-en 
acquifition of fo much ftrength and 
wealth to the nation, as is acknowledg- 
ed by all who have any tkill in politi- 
cal arithmetick ; it is:as certain, that 
the lofs of every induftrious fubje& im 
the {sme manner diminifhes our 
ftrength and wealth. SirWilliam Petty 
computes, that every induftrious fub- 
jet brings a gain to the community of 
61. 10 8. #- year. 

What an immenée lofs of treafure 
and people did Lewis XIV. fuftain by 
his edi& of Nantz ? and what an im- 
menée treafure did we, Holand, .Ger- 
many and Switzerland gain ‘by thole 
retugeee who fled from France to pof- 
fefs their con{cicnces in peace : Ie ie 


tierefore plain, that it ought-to ‘bee 
principal care in our government, to 
preferve ito them:the reafonable in- 
dulgence which they now enjoy by 
the a& ef toleration. Sir

Temple's 
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Governour Warren’s Speech. 


Temple’s obfervation on the liberty of 
confcience as it now ftands in Holland 
may confirm what J have faid. He 
telis us, ‘* that whoever defigns the 
change of religion in any country or 
government, by any other means than 
« voluntary. convertion of the people 
themfelves, defigns all the mifchiefs to 
a nation that ufe to ufher in or attend 
the two greateft diftempers of a ftate, 
civil War or tyranny : for a man’s be- 
lief is no more in his power, than his 
his ftature or features ; and whoever 
tells me I muft change my opinion for 
his, becaufe it is truer or betier than 
mine, without other ar nts that 
have to me the force of Snviction, 
may. as, well tell me, I muft change 
my gray eyes for others. like his that 
sie black, becaule thefe are lovelier or 
pore in clteem., Every man has as 
niach care of his own Joul as another ; 
therefore itis provided in the very 
conftitution of the United Provinces, 
that every man fhall remain free in his 
religion, and none be examined or en- 
trapped for that caufe. The Dutch 
fafher no violence or oppreffion on any 
man’s confcience, whofe opinions 
break not out into aétions of any ill 
confequence to the ftate. The vio- 
lence or fharpnefs which accompanies 
the differences of religion in other 
countries, is appeafed or foftened here 
by the general freedom which all men 
enjoy. And this has contributed pro- 
digioufly tothe increafe of their people, 
end the growth of their trade or 
riches.” 

There are many now alive who re- 
member and have feen the unnatural 
and eruel perfecution of the Diffenters 
in the reign of K. Charés Il. By 
that injudicious tyranny great numbers 
of induftrious people were driven out 
of their native country into Hodland, 
Germany, Switzerland, and other Pro- 
tefant countries. And this was an 
immenfe lofs to the nation : for when 
any government undertakes to force 
the confciences of mankind, or to pu- 
nith them for not believing as. they 
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would oblige them to believe; they 
go about a very difficult, and, in this 
re{p.ét, a very impoliti.k work ; fince 


“no man can believe but what he him- 


felf pleafes, and it is moft abfurd and 
ridiculous to go about to force mento 
believe what they do not. 


The SPEECH of bis Excellency Pever 
Warren, Eq; to the American 
Troops drawn up on the Parade at 
Louifbourg, May 19. 1746. 


Gentlemen, 

T is with very great Pleafure I have 
I called you together at this Time, 

becaufe I have it now in my Power 
to gratify youin. what you have fo 
Jong and earneftly wifhed for, and de- 
fired ; I mean to return. to your Fa- 
milies and Settlements, after the great. 
Fatigues you have gone through both. 
in the Reduétion and Proteétion of this 
valuable Acquificion. 

Your fignal Services upon this Oc- 
cafion fhall never be forgot by me 3 
and you may be affured I will (as in- 
deed Sir William Pepperrel/ and I have 
already done, by Letters from hence) 
in Perfon, whenever I return to Great: 
Britain, reprefent your Services, and 
the Importance of this Conqueft to his. 
Majefty and the Miniftry in the true. 
Light. 

By the early Care taken in fending. 
Troops, Ships of War, and Stores of 
all Kinds for the Protection of this: 
Garrifon, it appears that our Mother 
Counrry is thoroughly apprized of its 
Value ; and the Confequence of it to 
the Colonies you are all well acquaint- 
ed with. 

In your return,Governour SHIRLEY 
has ftrongly recommended your land- 
ing in the Eaftern Prontiers of New- 
England, which have been annoyed by 
fome [mall Parties of the Enemy Ja- 
dians. This will give fach a Counte- 
nance to the Out-Settlements, as can’t 
fail of having avery.good Effect : and: 
as I am informed, many of you have 
Settlements and Families upon the 

Frontiers, . 
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Frontiers, I flatter my felf this will be 
very agreeable to you, efpecially as it 
will lay your Polterity to lateft Ge- 
nerations under the greateftObligations 
to you. Brigadier Waldo will go with 
you, and proper Provifion of all Kinds 
will be made for you. 

I have feen with great Concern, how 
much the Officers and Men have been 
crouded in their Houfes fince the Ar- 
rival of the Troops to relieve them, 
to prevent which, as much as poflibie, 
we have kept one of the Regiments on 
board the Tran{ports, till we can pre- 
pare Quarters for them in the Hofpi- 
tal,which we are under theNeceffity of 
converting into a Barrack ; when that 
is done, and new Barracks built (the 
Materials for which are hourly expec- 
ted) I hope there will be Room to give 
Hovfes to all fuch People as fha'l chufe 
to fettle in this Place, and to allow to 
{uch of the Troops as are Married, 
proper Conveniences out of the Bar- 
racks. 

Any Perfons who have an Inclina- 
tion to remain here as Inhabitants, or 
to enlift inco his Majetty’s Service,may 
depend on my Proteétion, and the for- 
mer fhall always be at free Liberty to 
Jeave this Place whenever they pleafe. 
And as nothing can contribute more 
to the Welfare of any Government and 
People, than a religious Difcharge of 
their Duty, and a benevolent and bro- 
therly Behaviour to each other; I, 
in the moft earneft Manner recommend 
this, Gentlemen, to youall, that as we 
are one People,under the beft of Kings, 
and happicft of Governments, we con- 
tinue in one Mind, doing all the good 
Offices in our Power for each other. 

On Wednefday next we fhall be a- 
ble to land fome more of the Gibralter 
Troops, who with thofe that are in- 
lifted into the American Regiments, 
will mount all the Guards, and give 
you an Opportunity to get yourfives 
ready to em ark on board cue Veffzis 
now preparing for you. 

[ take this Opportunity (o acquaint 
you, tiat though I have received my 
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Comm iffion as Governour of this Gar- 
rifon, and the Territories thereupon 
depending, and Colonel Warburton has 
his as Lieutenant-Governour, and as 
fuch we are both to be obey’d, but no 
Inftru€tions are yet come to ourHands, 
but we may daily expeét them, which 
I hope will enable us to grant the 
Houfes and Lands of this Conqueft to 
his Majefty’s Subjects ; in the Diftri- 
bution of which you may depend, 
Gentlemen, that the greateft Regard 
fhall be fhewn to you who conquered 
them. 

I fincerely wifh you all an happy 
Meeting with yourFamilies & Friends, 
and fhall ever think it the greateftHap- 
pinefs that can attend me, to have 
Power equal to myInclination, to lerve 
everyOfficer and Soldier that has been 
in the leaft Degree Inftrumental in the 
Reduction of this Garrifon to his Ma- 
jelty’s Obedience; the fecuring which 
during the Courfe of a long and fevere 
Winter, in which you tuffered the 
greateit Hardfhips, and many brave 
Men perifhed, till the arrlval of his 
Majefty’s Troops, highly merits the 
Favour of your King and Country, 
which I hope will always be fhewn 
you. 

You are very happy, Gentlemen, in 
the Governours and Legifliatures of 
your different Provinces, who in al! 
their Letters to Sir William Pepperrell 
and my Izif, exprefs the greateit Con- 
cern at the Mortality that raged among

a Sea Force as thofe already arrived 
and daily expeéted, under the chief 
Command of Admiral Town/end (for 
while he remains I have only the [e- 
cond at Sea ) who has in many In- 
ftances diftinguifhed himfelf in his 
Country’s Service, as a good and ex- 
rienced Officer, we need not fear the 
ower of France; but fhould their

Gentlemen, 
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Gentlemen of the Council and General

has been fignified to me, by Let- 
ter from his Grace the Duke of 
en Te of the gth of April laft, 
(which I have received by Exprefs 
trom Governor SHIRLEY, an Extraét 
whereof I fhall order to be laid before 
you)that hisMajefty has been pleas’d to 
order an Expedition againft the French 
Settlements in Canada; and [ am 
commanded (as the other Governors 
of the Majefty’s Colonies are) forth- 
with to make the neceflary Di'pofitions 
for raifing as many Men within my 
Government, as the Shortne/s of the 
“Time will permit, to be employed 
in Concert with his Majefty’s regular 
Forces, on this important Service. 

It is his Majefty’s Intention, That 
the Troops to be raifed in North A- 
merica, fhould confit of Companies of 
One Hundred Men each; and that 
thofe that fhould be raifed in the fe- 
veral Pravinces of New-York, New- 
TFerfey, Pennfyloania, Maryland, and 
Virginia, be formed into one Corps, 
to be commanded by Mr. Goocu, 
Liecut.-Governour of Virginia, whom 
the King has been pleafed on this Oc- 
cafion to promote to the Rank of a 
Brigadier-General. 

The happy Confequences, which 
will redound to his Majefty’s Colonies 
on this Continent ; the Advantage of

The SPEECH of His Exceitency 
WILLIAM SHIRLEY, E‘q; Cap- 
tain General and Commander in 
Chief in and over His Majetfty’s 
Province of the Mafachu/fetts- Bay 
in New England, to the General 
Affembly of the faid Province, ‘Zane 
28ih 1746, 


Reprefentatives, 
HE preient neceflary Bufinefs of 
theCourt being fo far difpatch’d, 
as toadmit of a fhort Recefs, F 
have thought proper to adjourn you 
for fome Time, that fo the Committee 
of War may have more Leifure to 
make the needful Preparations for the 
Expédition, and the reft of the Mem- 
bers an Opportunity to encourage and 
promote the Levies for the fame in 
their refpective Counties ; which I 
accordingly now recommend to you 
as a Matter of the greateft Importance 
to his Majefty’s Service and the.gene- 
ralAdvantage of his Colonies in North- 
America, and to thé fiature . Profperity 
of this Province in particular. 
The near Scituation of the. French 
to our Borders and their Influence ‘o- 
ver the Indians have, always been” 
thought moft pernicious to theInterefts 
of thefeColonies, and to threaten their’ 
final Deftruétion, unlefs fome Method 
fhould be found to remove fo bad a” 
Neighbour from us ; and therefore 
in every War with that Nation fome 
Defign has been laid, and Attempts* 
made for compafling this End. . 
To demonftrate this to you, I need’ 
only tranfcribe the following Extraét* 
from the late Mr. Agent Dummer’s 
Letter upon that fubjeét in 1712, in 
which he fays ; 
“* Tam fure it has been the Cry. of 


«* the whole Country ever fince Cana- ° 


‘* da was deliver’d up tothe French ; 
“‘ Canada eff Delenda: ‘They always 
‘“‘ Jook’d upon it as a Carthage to the 


«« Northern Colonies, which, if they ° 


“* did not deftroy it, would in Time 
“* deftroy them. 

“* Of this they were fo apprehenfive 
“ inthe Year 1690, that they came 
‘‘ unanimoufly into a great and ex- 
“ penfive Undertaking againft it under 
“« the Command of Sir William P bips: 
« But meeting with an unaccountable 
“ Train of Dilappointments return’d 
“‘ without doing any Thing: This 
«* Enterpriae coft the fingle Province 
“ of 
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“6 of the Mafachufetis about fiftyT hou- 
“* fand Pounds ; which, together with 
* the Lofs of Abundance of their cho- 
“¢ fen young Men by a malignant Fe- 
“: ver that rag’d in the Camp, and fe- 
“ veralDifafters that happen’d in their 
“© Way Home, gave that Province fo 
‘« deep a Wound, that it did not reco- 
«s ver it felf in many Years after. 

« However about five Years ago, 
** obferving their French Neighbours 
*€ to encreale and grow more and more 
* formidable every Day, they refol- 
** ved to make ’em another Vifit ; but 
** not thinking themfelves ftrong e- 
“ nough to deal with Canada, they 
*¢ were content to Reval only an At- 
* tempt on Port Royal, which was 
«* accordingly done, but moft unhap- 
* pily milcarry’d. 

Yet far from being difhearten'’d 
“ by thefe Misfortanes, when Her 
 Majefty, about three Years after, 
“ fiznified her gracious Intentions to 
* reduce Canada, and defir’d them to 
¢¢ get ready their Quota, it can’t be 
* exprefs'd with wnat Chearfulnefs 
* they came into it: They rais’d their 
* Men immediately, cloath’d *em 
* handfomely, and difciplin’d ’em for 
* the Service, and had laid up Ma- 
® gazines of Provifions both for their

* fhostly expe@ed : And though the 
¢ Court altering their Meafures did 
** got proceed in that Defign, yet the 
* Colonies, and particularly New 
«< England, were at near the fame 
* Charge as if they had: the next 
* Year they rais*d a Body of Troops 
* again, which commanded by Col. 
«¢ Nicholfox, and join’d by 500 Aux- 
* iiiarics from hence, made another 
* Auack on Port-Royal, and carried 
“ it, as every Body knows. Thus 
*¢ that poor Country, exhaufted by fo 
“ many, and (all but one) fruitlefs 
« Enterprizes, beflides the Oppreffion 
“ of a twenty Years French andi /n- 
“ dian War that has jain heavy upon 
“ "em, yet did this Summer paft tur-

“ nifh more than the Quota affign'd 
‘< em for this lait fatal Expedition. 

‘“* I fhall add one Thing more,that 
“ over and above thefe extraordinary 
,* Articles,the ftanding yearly Charge 
** of the Province of the Maffachufetts, 
* to maintain their Barrier againit the 
“ Enemy, is thirty thoufand Pound: 
“* Communibus Annis, which the 
* would be eas’d of if Canada was 
“ taken. 

Such, Gentlemen, have ever been 
thegeneral Sentiments and Apprehen- 
fions of the People of New England 
concerning Camada’s remaining in the 
Hands of the French: And I may add 
to Mr. Dummer’s Remarks, that we 
ought never to think his Maj-fty’s 
Poffeffion of Nova Scotia in Security, 
whilft the Enemy is fuffer’d to conti- 
nue Mafters of Canada ; and fhould it 
ever be our Misfortune to fee that 
Province reduc’d by *em, and added 
to Canada, it requires no extraordina- 
ry Share of Penetration to difcern 
what muft bein a fhort Time’ the fa- 
tal Confequences to this, and all his 
Majefty’s Colonies on the Nothern 
Continent of America. 

Thro’ the fignal Favour of divine 
Providence to us Annapolis Royal was 
indeed inthe Year immediately pre- 
ceeding the laft fav’d from falling into 
the Enemy’s Hands, & in the laft Year 
the Fortrefs ot Lowifbourg with the I- 
fland ot Cape Breton and its Depen- 
dencies reauc’d tothe Obedience of 
his Majefty, AnArchievement worthy 
of the Englifh Name, and which muft 
always be remembered to the Jafting 
Honour of the Provinces that under- 
took it, and of their Troops which fo 
bravely executed it ; yettlefe are but 
fingle Steps towards procuring the Jaft- 
ing Weltare and Tranquility of thefe 
Colonies ; for fince the Reduétion of 
Cape Breton, \fuppofe we have had 
greater Numbers ot Indians continual- 
ly harraffing us inall Parts of our Fron- 
tiers, and have been oblig’d to keep 
more Men in Pay for our Defence, 

than 
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than at any other Time in former 
Wars: And the Ravages and Cruelties 
of the Enemy in murthering and cap- 
tivating our People, driving them 
from their Settlements, killing their 
Cattle, deftroying fome Thoulands of 
Acres of Grain upon the Ground, de- 
populating almoft a whole County in 
one of the neighbouring Colonies, and 
putting us to am immenfe Charge, 
with fo little Succefson our Side as 
not in the leaft to difpirit the Enemy ; 
I fay, the‘e Things confider’d, if no o- 
ther Meafures be taken but the car- 
rying on fuch a Defenfive War; a few 
Years Continuance of that alone, muft 
work the inevitable Deftruction of this 
Province. 

And now, Gentlemen, Affairs being 
brought to this Crifis with us, and his 
Majeity having in Compaffion to the 
diftrefs’d Circumftances of his good 
Subjeéts of thefe Provinces, order’d fo 
ftrongan Armament for the Reduétion 
of Canada, at a Time when he has fo 
much Occafion to employ both his 
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Land and Sea Forces in Europe, juftly 
expecting that we who will reap fo

Defign, efpecially as his Majefty has 
been gracioufly pleas’d (befides all the 
other Benefits alliow’dto our Troops 
in theformer Expeditions againft Ce- 
nada and Nova Scotia) to take upon 
himfelf the Payment of, and Charge 
of Cloathing the Forces in this Expe- 
dition; I fay, upon due Confideration,

ed by about 50 Genilemen on Horfe- 
back and their Servanis, ail well, arm- 
ed; and by 200 Horiemen in the Pay 
of this Province ; and, whith is re- 
maikable, tho’ che Weather was ex- 
ceeding bad, and the greateft Part of 
the People in this Service had nothing 
to cover them from the heavy Rains 
but the Barksof Trees, yet they all 
returned well and in good Health. 
In this Journey his Excellency was 
met by the King of the Catawbaes and 
about 100 of his Head-men and War- 
riors, by the Emperor of the Chero- 
kees and about 70 of his Headmen, 
by the Head mon oj the Creeks, and 
oy tue Squirrel King and moit of the 
Lower Chickefaws. And as our Ac- 
counts fromthe Indian Countries were 
very alarming before his Excellency 
undertook his Journey, we have now 
thePleafure of being able to inform our 
Readers, that all Things are adjufted 
to the Safety and Honour of this Pro- 
vince, whereby a Foundation is laid 
for dilappointing the Schemes of the 
French, and ftill retaining in our In- 
tereft thefe Four important Nations.

we are in fuch continual Alarms, 
that I bave bad no Time to write 
to you foomer, and could rejoice could I 
now write to you on a better Subje® ; 
but all around us is nothing but De- 
Jolation, Fire, Murder and Cap- 
tuvity: Since the 218 of April 18 Per- 
Jons have been killed and taken, of which 
four are Negroes ; which with our Lofs 
at Saraghtoga, is 11g Perfons, befides 
Houfes and Barns burnt, and Cattle kill’ d 
and deftroy’d without Number. Weare 
aloft on continual Duty ; which, with 
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the conftant Lamentation of Women made 
Widows, and poor Children made Father 
lefs, by our mercile/s Enemy, makes the 
City a Place that loudly calls for Pity 
and Affifance. On the 10th 6 Persons 
were killed within Sight of the City, on 
the other Side of the River, 2 of which 
are Negroes ; we faw the Guns fire, and 
went immediately to their Affiftance,but 
before we got there, they efcaped to the 
Woods ; we purfued till Night, but 
could not get Sight of them: I bave 
been my felf in Purfuit feveral Times. 
y | wfed to be of the Opinion of many of 
yout, and fay,D—mn ’em, kill ’em, and 
Juch like; but Experience bas taught 
me better: I amwellaffured, foould our 
City fallinto their Hands (which God 
forbid) they will teach both yours and 
many other Towns, which little expe 
it mow, the dreadful Confequences of be- 
ing concerned in an Indian War, and 
mo Indians to affift you. I think the 
Charge of keeping us in a fare Pofture 
of Defence for one Year, will coft the 
Province more, than te remove a great 
Part of the evil Caufe, I mean Crown- 
Point; which if that remain and War 
continue, in a foort Time will be the 
Defiruaion of ours, and all the neigh- 
bouring Provinces. I muff defer the 
refi till I fee you, til when, I remain 
Yours, €¥c.

duétion of Canada; and has fanifed 
His Royal Pleafure to Me, as alfo to the 
Governours of the feveral Provinces and 
Colonies gf Virginia, Maryland, Pen- 
fylvania, New Jerfey, New-York, 
Connecticut, Rhode Ifland and New- 
Hamphhire, Ly Letters difpatched from 
his Grace the Duke of New-Caftle, 
That the neceffary Difpafitions foould be 
forthwith made for the raifing as many 
Men within-this and the above. menti- 
on'd Governments as theShortne/s of ihe 
Time will admit, for proceeding on the 
faid Expedition ; 

AND whereas the great and General 
Court of this Province have, with the 
utmoft Chearfulne/s and Unanimity, vo: 
ted to give all neceffary and proper En 
couragement for 'Vhiee Thouiand Vo- 
luntiers that fhall enlift into His Ma- 
jefty’s Service in this Expedition ;_. 

In Obedience therefore to bis Majefty’s 

faid Commands ; 

Have thought fir, with the Advice 

of his Majefly’s Council, to ifiue 
this Proclamation, in order to make 
known his Majcity’s gracious Incenti- 
ons and Declarations for ihe Encoa- 
ragement of all able-bodied effidtive 
Men that are inclined to cu) & them-

felves into his Service in the faid Ex. 
pedition, together with the further En. 
couragement which is offered by this 
Government, viz. That the faid Vo- 
lunteers will be under fuch Officers as 
I fhall appoint ; That they will be im- 
mediately intitled to His Majefty’s 
Pay, the Officers from the Time they 
fhall engage in his Majefty’s Service, 
and the Soldiers from the refpeétive 
Days on which they fhall be enlifted ; 
That if Provifion cannot be made of 
Arms and Cloathing for them, by rea- 
fon of the Shortnefs of the Time, a 
reafonable Allowance will be made 
them in Money for the fame ; That 
they fhall be entitled to a Share of the 
Booty that fhall be taken from the 
Enemy, and fhall be fent back to their 
feveral Habitations, when this Seivice 
fhail be over, unleis any of them fhail 
defire to fettle elfewhere. 

And for the further Encouragement 
of all Voluntiers that fball engage in 
this Service, It is provided, That they 
fhall receive thirty Pounds in Bills of 
Credit of the old Tenor, asa Bounty ; 
as. alfo for each Man a good Blanket, 
and a Bed for every two Men.; the 
faid Bounty to,be paid upon their En- 
liftment, and the Blankets:and Beds 
at the Time of their Embarkation, or 
Proceeding on the faid Expedition : 
And that all fuch Voluntiers as hall 
proceed on this Expedition, fhall be 
exempted from all Impreffes for two 
Years after their Return.

This being the Anniverfary of His 
Majefty’s happy Acceffion to the 
Throne, when he enter’d the zoth 


Year of his Reign, the famé was ob- 


ferved by the Difcharge of the Guns 

at Caftle William, the Batteries in this 

Town, and that at Charlftown, with 

other great Demonftrations of Loyalty 
and Joy. 
Wepnespay 18. 

Arrived here Capt. Saunders, inthe 

Country Sloop, from’ the Eaftward, 
and brings Advice from St. George’s, 
That about a Fortnight ago 13 ofthe 
Soldiers belonging to the Garrifon 
there, being at fome Diftance from 
the Fort, ‘a Rivalet running between, 
divided into two Parties confifting of 
5 Men,carelefly laid down theirGuns, 
and ftrol’d a little way from them ; 
about 7 or 8 of the Enemy Indians 
which were {culking about, pérceiv- 
ing it, intercepted and got between 
them and theit Arms, which they 
jeiz’d end firing upon them, kili’d one 
ot them named Timothy Cummings, 
wounded another, and carried another 
off, the reft efcaped under the Fire of 
the Garrifon : the other Party retreat- 
ed as faft as they could, and all foan 
got to the Garrifon, except an old 
Man, who could walk but flowly ; 
one of the Salvages feeing him, came 
up fo near as to lift up his Hatchet, 
in order to difpatch him at once, but 
theMan having his Gun charg’d turn’d 
about and prefenting it, fhot the Indi- 
an dead upon the Spot; and being 
within the reach of the Guns at the 
Fort, which kept off the other Indians 
from molefting him, he ftay’d and 
fcalp’d him. . 

Weare inform’d, That Wednefday 
was fe’en-night about 100 of the In- 
dian Enemy aflaulted 10 Men, who 
were at Work within fight of the Fort 
Maffachuletts at Hoofuck,in theCoun- 
ty of Hamphhire,and kill’dElifhaNims, 
and a Soldier who went from Marl- 
borough, wounded Gerfhom Hawks 
in the Arm, one Perry efcaped and 
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went to Fort Pelham ; the other Men 
with great Refolution fought their 
Way to the Fort, fome firing 5 or 6 
Times.on the Enemy ; one of the Ip- 
dians was fhot dead not far from the 
Fort: The Enemy being fo much Su:

EDNESDAY 25. 

Yefterday arrived here in 15 Days 
from Litihiers, his Majefty’s Ship 
Chefter, of 50, Guns, Capt. Spry Com- 
mander, with a Blue Flag at her Mizen 
Top-Maft Head, in which came the 
Honourable Admiral Warren, and 
Sir Wititiam Pepperrewt, Bart. 
At the Ship’s Entrance into the Har- 
bour, they were faluted by the Guns 
of his Majefty’s Ship Bien Ame_and 
the Firefhip OR a lying in Nan- 
tafeet Harbour, and came to an An- 
chor in Kingroad, from thence in the 
Afternoon, upon Notice being given 
"em from Caftle William, by firing 
fome Guns, and hoifting the Flag, my 
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His Excellency our Governour was 
arrived at the Caftle to receive them, 
they proceeded thither in the Admi- 
ral’s Barge, and made his Excellency 
a Vifit, being faluted in their Paflage 
thither by the Guns of the Mafachu- 
fetts Frigate and Bofton Packet, and 
upon their landing at the Caftle, by 
the Artillery there ; and from thence, 
about five o’Clock, they proceeded to 
Town with his Excellency in the 
Caftle Barge, being faluted again at 
their putting off, with the Di(charge 
of the Caftle Guns. Upon their Ap- 
roach to the Town, they were by his 
aibllency’s Order, faluted by the 
Town Batteries, which had their Co- 
lours difplayed, as they were alfo by 
feveral Veltels inthe Harbour. Up- 
on their landing at the Long Wharf, 
they were received and congratulated 
by the Honourable Gentlemen of his 
a Council and Houfe of Re- 
refentatives, and a great Number of 
Ghsadiomen and Officers, and being at- 
tended by his Excellency’s Company 
of Cadets under Arms, made a hand- 
fome Proceffion to the Council Cham- 
ber ; and it being a Training Day for 
the Regiment of Militia in this Town, 
the Regiment was drawn up under 
Arms in King-Street by his Excel- 
lency’s Oider, and the Officers paid 
the ftanding Salute as He, the Admi- 
ral and General pafs’d by thro’ a great 
Concourfe of Speétators in the Street 
and at the Windowsand Balconies, 
and afterwards the Regiments fir'd 
three Vollies and gave as many Huz- 
za’s, anda general Joy appear’d at 
their fafe Arrival here. 
Inthe Houfe of Reprefentatives, June 
24, 1746. . 
The Houle of Reprefentatives being 
inform’d thatAdmiral Warren and Ge- 
neral Pepperre/] were in the Council- 
Chamber, Mr. Speaker and the Hou‘e 
went up ; when the Speaker addrefs’d 
them in the following Words, viz.
